[Interview with Khasiyat Yaqubavna, vice chairman of the Executive Committee of 
the Tashkent City Soviet, on the occasion of World Sister Cities Day by 
M. Mirsamuhamedava in Tashkent; date not specified) 


{Text} April 26 is observed festively in many cities of the 
world as World Sister Cities Day due to the efforts of the 
World Sister Cities Pederation. M. Mirsamuhamedava, a 
correspondent for SOVET OZBEKISTANI, interviewed Khasiyat 
Yaqubavna, vice chairman of the Executive Committee of the 
Tashkent City Soviet, on the eve of this festival which 
symbolizes the friendship and mutual concern of the cities 
of the world and their workers. 


[Question|] How will the workers of Tashkent celebrate World Sister Cities Day? 


{|Anewer) The city of Tashkent and ite workers, like the rest of the Soviet 

Union, will celebrate World Sister Cities Day proud of political and labor vic- 
tories brought about through the 26th Congress of the CPSU, inspired by princi- 
ples advanced by Comrade L. |. Brezhnev concerning the domestic and foreign policy 
of the CPSU and in the process of organizing general socialist competition for 
successfully achieving the tasks of the Lith Five-Year Plan. 


In terms of its goale and activities the World Sister Cities Federation is an 
international organization serving the interests of peace, democracy and social 
development. It has actively participated in the work of the Federation of Soviet 
Cities since 1957. Some 140 cities im all 15 of the USSR republics have now 
established relations with 290 cities of the capitalist and third world:. Infore- 
ing the inhabitants of foreign cities about the historical experience of (the 
construction of communism in the USSR, Soviet reality, the day-to-day functions 
of the executive committees of city soviets and successes achieved by city work- 
ere in carrying out the decisions of our party lie at the heart of these rela- 
tions. Exchanges of delegations when relations are established between sister 
cities, holding of friendship days and weeks, organization of exhibits, staging 
of amateur troupe presentations and sports events, film festivals and the dis- 
patch of Literary works and news materials are being expanded. Tashkent has now 
established friendly relations with seven cities in Asia, Africa, Europe and 
America, namely with Tripoli, Marakesh, Skoplje, Seattle, Patiala and Karachi. 











[Question] What te the Executive Committee of the Tashkent City Soviet doing in 
the area of atrengthening and developing friendly relations established with 
siater cities? 


|Anewer] Development of relations with foreign cities is carried out on the basis 
of plane approved in executive committee meetings. Reports developed through 
working with sieter city delegations are discussed at the meetings. 


Last year, from 19 Auguet to 28 Auguat, a delegation from Tashkent's sister city 
Marakesh visited the Soviet Union (Tashkent, Samarkand, Moscow and Leningrad) at 
the invitation of the Tashkent City Soviet Executive Committee in accordance with 
the plan of the Friendship Society of the Soviet Union for Relations With Foreign 
Cities. The members of the Marakesh delegation visited places of interest during 
the time that they were in Tashkent. They eaw the Tashkent subway, the Exhibition 
of People's Economic Successes of the republic, the V. I. Lenin Museums Tashkent 
Division and the Practical Arte Museum. They went to city factories and the 
Shreder iment Scientific-Production Union. They talked with workers at a 
porcelain factory and a textile combine. They attended the “Sevgi afeanasi" 
[Happy Idleness] presentation of the Alisher Navaty imeni Large State Academic 
Theater. The members of the delegation formally signed a joint communique on 
further broadening of relationships of mutual benefit and aid between the sister 
cities of Tashkent and Marakesh on 22 August in the Meeting Hall of the Tashkent 
City Executive Committee. 


Last November a "Golden Nightingale" children's song festival was held in 
Tashkent's sister city of Skoplje. A delegation of representatives from Tashkent 
participated in the festival. 


Likewise a Tashkent Week was held in Tunis, capital of the Republic of Tunisia, 
from 26 November to 2 December last year (1980). A Tashkent City Soviet delega- 
tion under the leadership of the chairman of the Tashkent City Soviet partici- 
pated in the celebration in Tunis. The Soviet Uzbekistan representatives were 
received warmly and with friendship verywhere. The members of the delegation 
met with leading citizens of Tunis, proposed organizing a Tunis Week for the 
Municipality of Tunis in 1981 and requested that they send their own representa- 
tives of Uzbekistan. 


In memory of the first Tashkent Week celebrated in Tunis and in commemoration of 
the 1980 110th anniversary of V. I. Lenin's birth the delegation presented a 
wooden relief plaque of our great leader to the gunicipal council. According to 
the mayor of Tashkent the memorial has been erected on Lenin Street in Tunis. 


Celebration of a Tashkent Week in Tunis has helped to expand the amount of correct 
information on the Soviet Union available there and to create good iapressions 
about successes achieved by Uzbekistan workers during the l0th Five-Year Plan and 
the condition of the Moslems in our country. 


[Question] What is the Executive Committee of the Tashkent City Soviet doing in 
the area of propagandizing Soviet reality among the foreign citizens that have 
come to visit Tashkent? 


l[Anewer) When we receive foreign visitors, and in talking and meeting with thea, 
we inform them about the activities of Soviet government organs, their connec~ 
tions with the masses and successes achieved in various areas of communist con- 
atruction by Tashkent workers. Executive committee dignitaries actively parti- 
cipate in the reception and entertainment of foreign delegations visiting the 
Soviet Union. The Executive Committee of the Tashkent City Soviet receives 
letters from a number of cities and individuals interested in the way of life 
and living conditions of Tashkent workers. Friendship evenings and meetings are 
organized on the holidays of sieter cities.

PROBLEMS OF FORMING WORKERS' CLASS IN INDONESIA DISCUSSED

[Text] Analysis of the process of formation of the working class in Indonesia, one 
of the largest countries of the developing world and investigation of the social- 
economic, social-psychological and political-ideological aspecte of this process 

are of extreme importance for the scientific elaboration of problems of class forme- 
tion concerning which a discussion hes been going on in the journal NARODY AZII I 
AFRIKI. The principal sethodological directives for the study of the formation of 
the proletariat in developing countries, we believe, have been fully foraule- 
ted, for example, in the works of A.V. Gudymenko and M.N. Yegorova.* It is impor 
tant, however, to trace the special features of the process of formation of the 
working class on the basis of concrete material o° individual countries. Without 
in any vay levying claim to a full disclosure of thie process in Indonesia (particu 
larly because of the paucity and fragmentarines: che existing materials), we 

are attempting to exemine certain of its traite ‘st appear to us to be especially 
significant at the present stage of development of the Indonesian proletariat. 

They reflect the level of its maturity, the degree of transformation into a "class 
for iteelf" es a most important indicator of the subjective potentials of the coun- 
try's workers’ sovement. 


In Indonesia lives more than half of the population of the developing countries 

of Seutheast Asie—140 million of 250 million people. The greater part of the re- 
gion's labor resources are concentrated in it: about 50 million of 90 million per- 
sone of the economically active population.2

place in the past 15-20 years,” in indonesia this process has been of a stagnant 
character for an extended period of time. From 1930 to 1971, the country's popule- 
tion and correspondingly ite labor resources doubled, but thie growth occurred almost 
entirely due to growth of the population engaged in agriculture and other nonindys- 
trial sectors.® By the beginning of the ‘60s, the total sise of the work force, 
both of the mining and of the processing industry had been reduced compared to 1930 
in absolute and relative terms. Only in the aiddle of the ‘60s did the number of 
those engaged in the processing industry equal the number cngaged in 1930. 


In the beginning of the ‘70s a tendency for growth of this category of the work 
force was noted for the first time. Importent qualitative changes took place in its 
composition. Thus, whereas in 193U, of the 2.8 million persons engaged in the pro- 
cessing industry, 0.3 million worked i factory-plant production, in 1971, of roughly 
the same —122 million personse--0.7 aillion persons, or 2.3 fold, were in- 
volved in it.” In the subsequent period, the size of the work force in the procese- 


ing industry gentinusd to increase as a whole, comprising more than 3.9 million per- 
sons in 1976. 


This growth was accompanied by noteworthy changes in the structure of the factory- 
plant proletariat: a tendency existe of a reduction in employment in "traditional" 
sectors of Indonesian production and of ite rapid growth in modern sectors (although 
the relative share of the latter ie still small in the processing industry). Thus, 
growth of employment at large and medium-size enterprises of the food industry dur- 
ing 1970-1973 was 8.2 and 5.1 percent, respectively, of the textile industry--13.1 
and 4.9 percent, respectively, while in the production of electrical equipment, it 
was 67.1 and 23.5 percent, in metalworking (it appeared as such for the first time 
in Indonesian statistics in 1974) and production of metal products--18.3 and 50.5 
percent and in the production of transport equipment--32.5 and 19.3 percent. In a 
number of cases, the reduction of the figure indicator of employment in the second 
of these periods is to be explained not by a slowing down of its growth but by the 
introduction of new, broader definitions as a criterion of enterprise size in 1974. 
Structural changes aleo took place in the “traditional” sectors: in the textile 
industry, for example, during 1964-1974 employment grew in the mechanized sector 
(by 90,000 persons) and decreased in the Gupgel-iabor sectors (according to differ- 
ent estimates by 40,000 to 90,000 persons) .} 


Other sectors of the proletariat and semiproletariat also grew; the size of the 
work force in transport and communications, compared to 1930, more than doubled 
by 1961 and quadrupled by 1976; during 1971-1976 workers in the construction 
industry increased by one-third (in 1930 this sector was not shown in sta- 
tistics). At the same time, the number employed in the mining ingyet ry continued 
to lag (in 1976, it was less than 70 percent of the 1930 level). 


On the whole, the share of the work force in agricultural sectors in relation to 
the self-employed population eas an entirety dec d from 71.9 percent in 1969 to 
66.9 percent in 1971 and to 58.7 percent in 1976. Even during 1961-1971, the 
avecace onoual rate of growth of the urban population exceeded almost twofold m= 
growth rete of the rural population--3.9 percent and 2 percent, respectively. 

In the period from the middle of the'60s to the beginning of the ‘70s, the relative 
share of hired labor as part of the economically active population grew relatively 
fast--from 27.7 percent to 33.3 percent, but the shere of the latter in 














nonagricultural sectore was somewhat higher A= im the nonagricultural sectore-- 
16.1 percent and 15.2 percent, respectively. 


The pointed-out changes reflect a certain reduction in the relative share of «gri- 
culture in the Indonesian economy and and the taking of the first steps in indus- 
trialization. The growth rate of employment in the economy as a whole was during 
1971-1976 something like 2.7 « year, in agriculture--only 1.26 percent, in the pro- 
cessing industry--7.57 percent (but only 1.86 percent in the mining indygtry), in 
the construction industry--9.38 percent and in transport-—-5.58 percent. 


The tendency noted in the middle of the ‘708 of growth of the size of the Indonesian 
proletariat as a basic component of its formation occurred, however, under condi- 
tions not conducive to the formation of a corresponding social psychology, as a 
reeult of which prerequisites were slow in being established for the adoption by the 
working clase of a proletarian political ideology. 


Indonesia constitutes an impressive example of the insolubility of social (as well 
as economic) problems on the way of development of dependent capitalisa for coum- 
tries burdened with the heavy load of traditional structures: the process of break- 
down of the old classes and the formation of transitional, intermediary social forms 
sharply outstrips the process of formation of contemporary classes, including the 
proletariat, although an intensive process is proceeding in the country of breaking 
down of the peasantry, and the relative share of hired labor is high in the agricult- 
ural sectors (approximately one-quarter of the self-employed population). The con- 
centrated flow since the end of the ‘608 of foreign capital primarily for mining 

and partially for the processing of export raw materials in different regions of the 
country (70-80 percent of investment is concentrated in Java) promoted only enclave 
development of big business operations. The shift that has taken place since the 
beginning of the °70s8 in production belonging to foreign capital from labor-intensive 
to capital-intensive has made the possibility of providing employment and thus 
growth of the proletariat still more limited. According to the data of the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund, because of the indicated reason, employment in the exporting 
sectors of the Indonesian economy dropped by 60,000 persons in course of an 
eight-fold increase in the value of exports during this period. During 1967-1976, 
foreign enterprises were able to provide for the employment of less than one-third 
of the annual flow of workers.17 


At the same time, actively intruding also into the national sectors of the economy, 
foreign capital extreme’y complicates the development of the local sphere of the 
formation of the working class--national enterprise. As the data of the Indonesian 
ministry of manpower and transmigration prove, for example, during 1971-1976 there 
was observed both in the city and in the country a near twofold reduction in "entre- 
preneurs with workers" (terminology of source--Ye. Z.) against the background of a 
marked increase (primarily in rural areas--again almost twofold) of the stratum of 
“entrepreneurs without workers” (thes is, handicraftemen and artisans) and also of 
the grovp of unpaid family workers. + 


As a result, the formation of the Indonesian working class is taking place under 
conditions where the industrial proletariat remains as only a small part of a com 
plex conglomerate constituting Indonesian hired labor and consisting to a significant 
degree of workers of manufacturing enterprises (mostly small and tiny ones, although 
there are many medium-size and some large) enterprises [sic] surrounded by numerous 








groups of a semiproletariat and proletarianized strata. With a general low rela- 
tive share of hired-labor personnel among the self-employed population, the number 
of workers of industrial sectors among them amounted (in 1971) to only 20 percent, 
or 2.7 miliion of 13.6 million, while of the workers of the processing industry 
(1.5 million) constituting the core of the industrial proletar.at, only 600,000 
worke. at relatively large (with gore than 50 employees) enterprises equipped with 
machinery. Moreover, a large part of the proletariat is concentrated in rural lo- 
calities; here more than two-thirds of the workers of large and wedium-size enter- 
prises of the processing industry are employed; in the city, only 11 percent of 
the work force are employed in this sector. 


In consequence of the indicated circumstances, the social psychology of the majority 
of the working class is being formed under conditions of close contact with persone 
of peasant and petty-bourgeois psychology (although it is necessary to note that 
there ie taking place at the same time a feedback process; this has a certain posi- 
tive value in the sense of inoculation of the latter elements with proletarian Bay 
chology and expansion of the social base of the struggle of the working class). 


Growth of the ranks of the Indonesian proletariat is proceeding against the back- 
grounc of a tremendous and rapidly growing unemployment and part-time employment. 
The share of unemployed and semiemployed in 1977, for example, according to the 
data of the International Monetary Fund, gpounces to 20 percent of the working class 
in urban and 40 percent in rural regions, In the beginning of 1980, the number 
of unemployed reached 8 million persons. 2 Such a estate of affairs is the result 
not only of the rapid growth of labor resources that find no adequate employment 

in contemporary sectors of the economy (each year 1.4 million persons enter the 
labor market) but also of gxotenatio mass firings (the number of firings grew 100 
percent during 1975-1978).23 Unemployment is growing as the result of crisis phen- 
omena, the ruin of private national enterprises unable to withstand the competition 
of foreign capital as well as the result of the bankruptcy of state enterprises, 
their transformation into private ones or fusion with foreign enterprises and the 
like. 


Let us cite several examples. From November 1968 to March 1973, 18,000 new work 
places were created in Indonesia as the result of the construction of textile enter- 
prises with the help of foreign capital, but during this time 39,000 people lost 
their jobs as the result of bankruptcy (due to competition with foreign capital) of 
emall national enterprises.** In 1976, American and other oil companies fired 

10,000 Indonesian workers and employees in reg to a new policy of the government 
in regard to the division of income from oil. Victims of the mass firings, as 
pointed out by the jpdonesian presse, were frequently cadre workers, with 10 years 

of work experience. 


We might also note that a tremendous number of cadre workers were physically de- 
stroyed, repressed or fired for political reasons following the events of 1965. 


All the indicated processes resulted in the bringing in of young people into the 
Indo cs. proletariat and in the thinning out of its cadre core. Young people 
up to 25 years of age comprise one half of the workers.2/ 











The increase in the number of unemployed and lumpens in the city is aleo due to the 
rapid development of a "false urbanization" as the result of an influx of rural al- 
grants seeking, but rarely finding, work. Thus, according to the data of a survey 

of 10 of the country's provinces conducted in December 1972-August 1975, for each 

three arriving rural migrants only one would find work; at che same time 93 percent 
of those who found work were at enterprises with fewer than 10 employees. Frequent- 
ly, these people did not sunder their ties with the soil, The rest either returned 


to their villages or were added to the ranks of unemployed and lumpens, frequently 
not even having housing. 


The accumulation in the country's cities of a tremendous number of unemployed and 
declasse elements is not only an unfavorable factor for the formation of the Indo- 
nesian proletariat; as is known, it is namely chis stratum that serves as extremely 
suitable soil for the development of extremiem in any form. 


An important obstacle to the development of class consciousness among the proletari- 
at is ite low educational level: 2.2 percent of the wggkers are illiterate, and 

90.8 percept have no higher than elementary education, The percentage of skilled 
workers is very low, which is due to the weak development of a state system of voce~ 


béenel education: for the period 1971-1975, only 50,000 per o-« were trained in 
it. 


The formation of political consciousness among the Indonm ©" oroletariat ts hindered 
by a very dificult social-economic condition, varying at tune same time for ite dif- 
ferent detachments. No unified labor legislation exists in Indonesia; many of the 
labor laws are quite obsolete, operating fr >m colonial times. Labor and living con 
ditions of workers and employees depend on their status and type of enterprises 
where they work, on whether they belong to personnel of the state or the private 
sector, national or foreign enterprises, work permanently or temporarily, are em- 
ployed in city or rural production, under conditions of capitalist hiring or on the 
basis of contract, perform time-rate or piece-rate work, are employed at large or 
small enterpriser and so on. The practice of concluding collective labor agreements 
has been weakly developed in Indonesia, although progress in this ony ct is to be 
found: the number of contracts grew from 22 in 1974 to 639 in 1979, 


The material position of the Indonesian proletariat is a very difficult one. In 
1979, the earnings of almost 60 percent of the workers were below the official miu~ 
imum subsistence level.32 Workers are forced to seek additional sources of exist- 
ence and to engage in petty trade or speculation, and this means that a portion of 
the cadre proletariat becomes declasse. The majority of workers do not obtain ne- 
cessary nutrition; grievous diseases are to be found spread among them. The child- 
ren of workers, one of the local newspapers writes, have a weight and height con- 
siderably below normal; workers because of constant undernourishment and disease 
cannot perform their work well.33 Sixty to 70 percent of the working population of 
cities lives in hovels.24 At the same time, workers employed at large foreign 
enterprises receive on the whole significantly higner pay——by a factor of 7-15-- 
compared to the workers of national enterprises; they frequently have a number of 
other of other advantages (for example, better housing). 


This is promoting the formation in Indonesia of a stre*um of workers’ aristocracy 
that is new to the country and one which does harm to the formation of a political 
antiimperialist consciousness among this category of the proletariat and deadens the 











sense of classe ecolidarity. The economic estrangement of the working clase ie 
fraugh’ with political separation, 


There aieo exiete « tremendous difference in income among low- and high-paid work- 
ere and emp loyees--for personnel of the etate sector the reletion in wages reached 
1:25 and hae been since 1977 1:10.95 


The significant inequality existing in the country in the social-economic position 
of different groupe of the Indonesian proletariat hinders *he development of « 
eingle clase self-conseciousnese. 


Againet the background of the indicated objective circumstances, a serious aggravat- 
ing factor hindering the traneformation of the proleteriat into m independent 
social~political force is the active influence of the etete on the clase~-formation 
process (thie is also characteristic of « number of other developing countries, in- 
cluding those of Southeast Asia). This has for ite basis « policy of organizational 
and ideological subordination of workers, splitting of their ranks and ieolation of 
the country's working clase from the world proletariat. 


Thue, in the beginning of the ‘708, under the conditions of banning (since 1966) of 
the Communist Party of Indonesta as well as the dissemination of Marxiet-Leninist 
theory and also weakening of other parties and liaitetion of the basic democratic 
righte of workere-—-freedom of speech (banning of strikes, celebration of May Day 
and #0 on) and association—e cardinal reorganization of Tadenesia's trade-union 
system was carried out. In place of the trade unions that existed in the country 
and operated essentially under the leadership of political party, two new organize- 
tions were created; one of them-the Corps of State Employees of the Republic of 
Indonesia (KORPRI)--wae directly included in the state apparatus, while the other, 
assigned to take in the main mass of workers and employees employed at private en- 
terprises--the All-Indonesian Federation of Workers (FBSJ)--was put under the actu- 
al control of the authorities. 


The activities of the FBSJ were based on “pantjasile labor relations” (HPP), which 
rejected the principle of clase, including strike, struggle and were intended to 
introduce into the consciousness of the proletariat the idea of cooperation of 
classes on the basie of the strengthening of patriarchal traditions end “national” 
ideology.3® Both of these organizations do not have the right to maintain ties 

with political parties; their aim is the protection of the social and political 
etabilicy of the country. The FBS) has officially not joined « single international 
trade-union association (although close contact exists with reformist organizations). 
Instead of the banned celebration of May Day, the Day of Workers of Indonesia (20 
February—-the day of the creation of the FASJ) is commemorated in the country. 


Thus, the policy of the Indonesian ruling forces in the workers’ question has for 
ite aie to “preserve” the proletariat in ite position of a “clase in iteelf," 
turned into a “clase for (bourgeois) society,” not to permit contacts of the Indo- 


nesia. or etariat with the international workers’ movement and to isolate it from 
the inf) .eoce of the idea of proletarian internationalism as an important element 
in the establishment of self-consciousness. If it be considered that this policy 
ie being conducted in am ideological vacuum created as the result of many years 

of abeence of « communist party in the political arena as well as the fact thet in 

















the last yeara prior to the coup the leadership of the CPl departed from the Maratet- 
Lewinist line (in the direction of both leftiet and rightist opportuntem), it should 
then be noted that serious hindrances exiet in Indonesia to the formation of a cless 
consciousness by the country's proletariat. The ruling regime has succeeded in 


weakening the workers’ movement; struggle in the form of strikes was sharply cur- 
tailed after 1965. 


Toward the end of the '70e, however, the situation began to change: the experience 
of carrying out the state policy of “renewal” of the workers’ movement cost the In- 
donesian workere dear. The tocapability of “pantjasila"” labor relations foisted on 
the proletariat becomes increasingly obvious. Deprived of genuine possibilities of 
atanding up for tte rights, the working clase found iteelf defenselesa before the 
arbitrariness of employers. Attempts to form a trade union (this ie only possible 
with permission of the minietry of manpower and tranemigration and a certain contro) 
by local military authorities) were frequently met by employers through the firing 
of workers; if, however, they were enabled to form a trade union, ite work, limited 
by statutes of the HPP and the especially appeasing policy of the leadership of the 
FbSJ, was of no practical benefit; talks of trade unions on conclusion of labor 
agreements (in the spirit of the HPP) usually come to a dead end, and the agreements 
themselves are not realized; employers frequently do not carry out the decisions of 
atate arbitrage organe and the like The formation of new trade unions proceeds 
very slowly despite all the efforte of the government to force through this process. 
In a number of sectors, workers etill retain their old organizations. On the whole, 
the trade-union moverent in the country has been disorganized. Fven in Jakerte in 
1978, trade unions were to be found at only 10 percent of the enterprises, while 
trade-union organizations existed only at 5 percent of the country's enterprises, 98 
The consequence of all this has been a significant deter‘oration of the workers’ 
position. 


In euch a eituation, a secret process of liberating workers from the national deme 
gogy of the new policy began; an understanding is gradually being reached that the 
proletariat can defend ite own interests only by struggle on ite part. 


The development of this procese has occurred against a background of a general ex- 
acerbation of the political si-uation in Indonesia, growth in the country of opposi- 
tion moods and actions different social groupe, presentation of requirements on 
improving the social-economic position of workers and strengthening the role of 
trade unions in protection of their rights. In the press, the ideas of the “nation- 
al originality" of In ia and the Indonesian proletariat are increasingly being 
subjected to criticiem,”’” and certain political demands are coming to the fore. 


Let us cite as an example an article in the newspaper MERDEKA in which it ie stated 
that the Indonesian proletariat “ie paralyzed and immobile" because trade unions are 
headed by stooges of employers. The workers, the newspaper writes, “want to 

have explained to them what this business of pantjasila labor relations means," 
disagreement is growing among them to the idea that with the aid of the HPP attempte 
are being made to deprive them of the right to strike-—"the universal jeans” of 
protecting the interests of the proletariat “in the face of capital." The very 
heads of local branches of the FSS/J sometimes acknowledge in the press that the 
principles of pantjasila labor relations do not reflect reslity and that the inter- 
ests of workers and employers far from coincide. Thus, the chairman of a local 
branch of the trade union of metal workers and ceramicists stated that owners accept 














the HPP only “om the theoretical level,” that “the features of capitalies" in Indo- 
nesian business enterprise "are etill to be seen and are even becoming intensified," 
that the moat important thing for ownere of enterprises is their profite. For this 
reason, he writes, the workers themselves must wage the struggle for their rights, 
and the trade unions must not etop it as long as such big differe:.ces exist between 
the rich and the poor. tut in this connection the FHS) official voiced apprehen- 
sion that “radicaliem could develop" in the struggle of the working clase. 1 


The cited opinion ie characterietio--it attests both to th: evakening of clase con- 


sciousness on the part of the Indonesian proletariat and the great difficulty under 
which it te taking place. 


It ie important to note that trade-union figures are beginning to come out against 
the official interpretation of the taske of trade uniomas being purely economic. 
Thue in an editorial of the presse organ of the ebove-mertioned trade wnion of metal 
workers and ceramiciete, it is eteted that trade unions are created for the improve- 
ment not only of the conditions of labor of workers but also of their life as a 
whole; they have to achieve this through political activity and to express the 
point of view of the working class op a broad range of social problem, including 
those having no diress connection to labor questione—be it tax policy or the matter 
of the atomic bom. 


Taking into consideration such criticiem, the FBSJ leadership contributed a number 
of proposals on improving the position of workers. They deal with questions both of 
a social-economic character (on introducing a wage minimum on «a national scale, re- 
newing labor legislation and so on) and, in part, of a political character (on Indo- 
nesia joining the convention of the tncergetional Labor Organization, on the right 
for the free formation of associations). But the leadership of the FBS) as before 
did not implement any effective measures for defending the interests of the workers. 
The country's workers then began to defend their interests with their own efforts. 


From the middle of the ‘708, the number of labor conflicts grew sharply. Whereas in 
1970 there occurred 348, in 1972--965 and during 1974-1977--17,351 labor flicts; 
their number in che last indicated years increased ann y by 30 percent. Eighty 
percent of all labor conflicts occur because of firings. Since 1977, a new leap 
has taken place in the development of the strike struggle; compared to the preceding 
the number of etrikes has grown more than fivefold; the number of participants in 
the etruggle has increased almost 7.5-fold and the number of lost man-days--45-fold. 
In the firet half of 1978, just in the area of Great Jakarta 15 strikes took 
place.4’ The strikes were primarily spontaneous; they frequently assumed the charec- 
ter of a riot with breaking of machines, equipment end the like; causes of striker 
were late wage payments, diemissale, delays in change of status from temporary to 
permanent workers and the like. Meetings took -’ ace marked by a high level of or- 
ganization and solidarity of workers saking such demands as Indonesimization of 
foreign enterprises and other political demands. In May 1978 a general demonstre- 
tion and etrike took place of the personnel of an enterprise for the production of 
electric cable (West Java); the reasons icr this even were solidarity with comrades 
who hed bees fired for am attempt to create « trade mien ne a protest against re- 
pressive meesures with respect to trade-union activists. 
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Since the end of 1978, the etrike etruggle of che Indonesian proletariat--as to « 
certain degree the country's vorkers' movement as a whole--has entered a new phase. 
The intensification of the strike movement was connected with acute price increases 
in the country — the result of devaluation of the rupee under conditions where ova- 
ere received official inetructions not to raise the pay of their personne] and aleo 
with mase firinge of workers as a consequence of a significant decrease of economic 
activity in the country. Just in the lest two months of 1978 and not quite fi 

monthe of 1979, there were, according to official data 74 strikes in Indonesia, °° 

The struggle of workers, especially intense in the capital, spread to other regione 
of Java and certain other islands, encompassing the most diverse categories of work- 
ere--transport workers, personnel of light and food industry, hotel and bank em loy- 
ees and others. Some strikes were quite large: in Jakarta, 1,400-1,700 persons took 
part in individual strikes, while .9,000 textile workers took part in a strike in 
Bandung that lasted approximately two weeks. Workers’ protests were aleo manifested in 
other forme--demonstrations, hanging of posters, banners and slogans, picketing of 
enterprises and the like. The demands presented were primarily of am economic char- 
acter--they dealt with wage raises (of 30-80 and more percent), improvement of working 
conditions and the system of social insurance, cessation of dismissals. ty oy 
strike members came ous. against arbitrariness of employers in regard to the right of 
creating trade unions.?° i, Zain, minister of manpower and transmigration, character- 
ined the situation as an “explosion of workers’ demonstrations ."51 





A very important result of the proletariar struggle was the deepening of the ideolor- 
cal crisis of class cooperation among workers. Despite the negative position of the 
FBS) leadership on the question of strikes, the mass of federation members took part 
in them, while the leaders of certain sectorial trade unions put forth a demand for 
official restoration of the right of workers to strike (it is grue that references 
were made to the position of the HPP in justification of this). The indicated cir- 
cumstance actually is admitted by officials; thus, the chief of a department for man- 
power affairs of the municipality of Jakarta pointed out that the aim of creating 
FBSJ trade unione—estabiishment of “harmonious relations" between enterprises and 
workers--had not been achieved; he also pointed out “as alarming” the fact that, in 
distinction to 1978, when strikes took place where no trade unions existed, in 1979 
many of shen occurred namely at those enterprises where trade unions already 

existed. 


Although in the second half of 1979, the scope of strike at enterprises of the pri- 
vate sector had diminished somewhat (in connection with a wage increase--much smaller 
than the workers had demanded), demonstrations of workers of state enterprises where 
major labor =. and strikes had occurred increased perceptibly. A strike took 
place, for example, a estate ajpline, another involving 6,000 — ly at a trans- 
port company, as airy as others. 


The struggle of the workers was not connected with the opposition demonstrations of 
other social and public-political groups that had taken place toward the end of the 
"70s in Indonesia. But for the country as a whole a new political « uation had 
developed. Indirect evidence of this ia the position taken by representatives of 
the ruling regime in regard to workers’ demonstrations. Although officials tried 
to say that disorders were inevitable in a process of change and that their impor- 
tance should not be exaggerated, the heating up of the proletarian struggle under 
conditions of general political ferment in the country caused serious concern on the 














part of the authorities, Admiral Sudomo, the head of the security service, admitted, 
for example, that unrest had permeated all etrata of Indonesian society; General 
Sugema epoke of « mood of dissatisfaction in society and of ite “dangerous cherac- 
‘cer."” Sugiharto, chairman of the ruling parliamentary faction Golkar, stated 

that workers’ and peasante' oy attest to the uncertainty of the pecop.e's 
masses in regard to Comorrow, of Golkar, the newspaper SUARA KARJA euphe- 
sised: "If through the agency of + ~ is called the pentiesila laebor relations sye~- 
tem the working clase of Indonesia is wmable to protect ite right.., the possibilir 
ie not excluded that ite belief in this system will gradual.y give out. Tie il 
cause it to look for another choice, including along paths of confrontation." fy 
May 1979, the question of eatrikes was the subject of discussion in the government. 
The authorities resorted to political maneuvering. On the one hand, Admiral Sudomo 
came out with a warning that etrikes were forbidden as before and that in case of 
their repetition the security service would intervene in the solution of labor con- 
flicts.°8 On the other hand, # number of strikes at foreign enterprises were legal- 
ized; the authorities said that since the paricipante of these demonstrations demand- 
ed only wage ingpeases, they would not be considered as strikes end would not result 
in repressions. 


In summarizing, it should be observed that despite the influence of factors slowing 
down the formation of the Indonesian proletariat, this process ie at the present tine 
at a critical etage--both in social-economic and also in social-psychological aspects. 
And at this moment the need is particularly felt for witing the workers’ movement 
with Marxist-Leninist ideology.

COMMFNTARY ON TURKISH POLITICS SINCE MILITARY COUP 
Toiliei KOMUNISTI in Georgian 5, 8 Apr 81

[Text] The swallows were long gone, 

The plane trees on Ataturk Boulevard had turned yellow. 


A cool breeze blew from the Elmadag Mountains looming over Ankara. Koroglu Peak 
was dusted with new-fallen snow. 


The sky was dark and cloudy, 
It was autumn in Ankara.... 


At first glance, nothing had changed. Seemingly carefree people still strolled 
Ataturk Boulevard, Ankara's citizens chatted casually, and Ajda Fekan sang in the 
cabarets of Maltepe. 


After the 1980 military coup, martial law was imposed throughout Turkey. It was 
forbidden to go out into the streets between 12 midnight and 5 in the morning. All 
transportation was stopped, and an unusual silence reigned in the city. 


The hands of the clock were nearing midnight as I walked up Ataturk Boulevard. 

Two guards in civilian dress accompanied me. Ankara's military administration 
apologized to me: These are troubled times, they said, we don't want anything to 
happen to you. Their apprehension was understandable. A number of foreigners had 
been attacked recently. So I was always accompanied by two guards. One of them 
was from Artvin, the other from Anamur on the Mediterranean. They told me of 
things old and new in their areas... the tasty vegetables that flourish around 
Artvin and the old way they bake bread, how they dance the khorumi in Artvin and 
the perkhuli in Mersina, about Queen Tamar's footprints in the mountains of 
Shavsheti |Gavseat], and how the crusaders marched to Anamur in olden times. 


When I got home I turned on the TV for the latest news. As usual, the announcer 
began the broadcast with vilayet military headquarters reports of uncovering 
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terrorist and anarchist groups and jailing their members, That day, 21 terrorists 
had been arrested in Adana for murdering 1° persons. Figures elsewhere included 
three in Kare and 53 in Balikesir, 


That's the way it was every day, sometimes more and sometimes leas, The situation 
was especially bad on the Mediterranean and the Black Sea coasts. And virtual war 
raged in Saveat, In their operations, the army and the police confiscated enough 
weapons to outfit the armies of a medium-sized country. As a result of these 
measures, terrorist acts had declined dramatically. But they still occurred, A 
number of officials were victims of terrorist acts in February. 


I don't remember which newspaper it was, TERCUMAN or MILLIYET, All I remember is 
that it was a hot September day in 1979 on the Aegaen Seacoast. A wave of 
terroriem gripped Turkey, and everyone was asking each other in agitation: what 
will happen tomorrow? What awaits us day after tomorrow? Right then, the press 
published a photograph of Turkey's General Staff Chief Kenan Evren over the caption: 
Gen Kenan Evren to take power,” in other words, the press was saying that Evren 
was about to pull off a military coup. Meanwhile, the magazines and newspapers were 
printing articles which stated frankly that both People's Republican Party Leader 
Bulent Ecevit and Justice Party Leader Suleiman Demirel actually desired it, be- 
cause both knew very well that they could not save the country from the crisis. 

No one thought it strange at the time, There had been rumors of just that possi- 
bility for some time. Although Turkey is by no means a Latin American country, 
military coups are nevertheless a common occurrence: consider, for example, 27 
May 1960, or 12 Mar 1971. And it's not just in our era, either. Military coups 
were also a common occurrence in the Ottoman Empire when the Janissaries enthroned 
or deposed sultans whenever it suited them, Such a coup now appeared especially 
probable, with the country in the grip of terror and anarchy, when cracks in the 
economy had widened into chasms and the people had lost faith in the parties (and 
their leaders) in parliament. The people had gradually grown accustomed to the 
idea of a new military coup, they expected it, and indeed it happened on the first 
anniversary of that hot September day, and in the simplest possible fashion: at 
dawn on 12 September of last year, tanks entered Ankara and halted in front of 
fovernment buildings. When the citizens of Ankara awoke that morning they found 
that Suleiman Demirel's government, the parliament, and the constitution were no 
more, Turkey's General Staff Chief Kenan Evren declared himself head of state. 


On that day I was far away from the borders of Turkey. As it happened, I listened 
to Ankara Radio that morning and then myself informed a high-ranking Turkish diplo- 
mat of the coup. His response was short and succinct: 


"Already!?" 


He was neither surprised, happy, nor sad. He accepted the news as a commonplace, 
expectable occurrence. 


Who is to blame for the present crisis in Turkey? How did Turkey arrive at a point 
where completely innocent blood was being shed? 
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The fact is that there were two main political parties in Turkey--the People's 
Republican and the Justice, The first one was founded by Kemal Ataturk, The 
Jus*ice party, on the other hand, was actually a spinoff of the People's Republican 
Party. These two parties were the real pretenders to state power. There is no 
great difference between the political creeds of the two parties, as many think, 
Neither party managed to gain an absolute majority in parliament. Not a single 


government set up by these parties was ever stable, They competed with one another 
and tried to overthrow each other, 


Meanwhile, the latest parliament included representatives of two other small parti: -- 
the National Movement Party and the National Welfare Party. Since neither the 
People's Republican Party nor the Justice Party had the necessary majority in par- 
liament either to remove the government or take power, they needed the votes of one 
of these two ema! parties, There was endless "trading" for ministerial posts, 

Along with the country's worsening economy, this created an unstable situation, [n 
speaking of his own government's political course of action, Evren appealed to the 
authority of Kemal Ataturk and declared: "“Ataturk's way, neither right nor left," 
‘ecause of the Turkish leaders' own unpopularity, both Ecevit and Demirel declared 


that they were following Ataturk's way, although Ecevit's course was "left of cen- 
ter" and Demirel's was "right of center." 





The leader of the National Movement Party was Colonel Alparslan Turkes. His party's 
embiem was a gray wolf--the ancient totem of the Turkish tribes, taken to be the 
symbol of the unification of those tribes. In his book "Toward New Horizons," 
Turkes claimed the existence of inner and outer Turks. In his opinion, the Turks 
are all those who live in the Republic of Turkey, while the outer Turks are al) 
those who speak languages belonging to the Turkic group. What path is Turkey to 
follow in order to become strong and great once more, in order to regain the glory 
it enjoyed at the height of the Ottoman Empire? In the book's foreword we read: 
"Almost 160 years have gone by since we started out on the Buropean path of develop- 
ment. Consider the fashions we have followed in that time: Mustafa Reshid Pasha's 
Fnglish liberalism, Mithad Pasha's French Parliamentarianism, Menderes's American 
pragmatism. Consider all the things we tried between Mithad Pasha's reforms and 
Sultan Abdul Hamid's dictatorial rule, Yet our territory has shrunk, Our borders 
have retreated: from the Crimea to the Maritsa, from the Crimea to the Arez, from 
Yemen to Gaziantep, from Baghdad to Hakkari, and since nothing that has been tried-- 
from Mithad Pasha to Menderes-<hes borne fruit, Turkey must follow a new peth, the 
path of nationalism, in order to restore its lost glory." 


To accomplish this, Turkes not only conducted verbal and printed propaganda but also 
created his own armed troops, trained fighting men in special camps, and sought to 
entice young people. A few years ago I witnessed a parade of Turkes's troops in one 
of Turkey's cities. His commandoes marched in uniforms like those worn by Hitler's 
Storm Troopers, except that their shirts were khaki instead of brown, They marched 
in precise military cadence and shouted: “Long Live Turkes." It was said that 
Turkes's followers filled the ranks of right wing extremist cadres. Alparslan 
Turkes was arrested during the first days of the coup. The same fate befell 
Neemetin "rbakan, the leader of the National Welfare Party, a group of religious 
fanatics. 
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But he himself did not lack for modernistic features, Somehow or other I was 
travelling by the Orlent Express from Kars to Ankara, In the train I was sur- 
rounded by Erbakan's followers, They insisted to me that Mohammedanism was a 
socialist religion and that Erbakan was fighting to establish socialism, One of 
my fellow travelers even presented me with a book he had written, "Islam and 
Socialiem."” It is hard to say how Erbakan--a professor and mechanical engineer-- 
arrived at his political ideas: he wanted to restore the Caliphate under Turkey, 
no more and no less, 


Also banned along with Turkes's and Erbakan's parties was the Maoist-leaning 
"Turkish Workers' and Peasants' Party," headed by Dogu Firincek, It was this 
party which nurtured left wing extremists, The military regime shut down Turkes's 
party newspaper HER GUN and Firincek's AYDINLIK, Both newspapers were spreading 
anti-Soviet propaganda. 


The activities of the other parties, along with all other political activities, 
have been temporarily halted until a new constitution is adopted, 


The hotel where I stay when I go to Ankara is very near the headquarters of the 
Justice Party. The party's central organs were located there. There used to be 
crowds of people in front of it. Now, a passerby is seldom seen, The building 
has been locked up. Bulent Ecevit and Suleiman Demirel have been placed under 
heavy guard so no one can attack them, 


Every day, Turkey's newspapers print news of the prosecution of former members of 
parliament, Even Demirel and Ecevit have not been immune, although the charges 
against them were not as grave and the matter was settled with a fine or dismissal. 
One official of the People's Republican Party, Deniz Baykal, was brought to court 
in chains. A few days later I met him at a diplomatic party. He was in a good 
mood, Although such trials are "symbolic," they provide grist for Evren's mill. 
Meanwhile, many former deputies have wound up in jail. When they lost their par- 
liamentary immunity, many were found to be involved in shady dealings: narcotics, 
smuggling, bribery, illegal trade transactions, and even links to terrorist groups. 
All of this provided excellent propaganda to claim that the existing constitution 
did not work and that the old parliament had lost the people's confidence. 


We stroll through orange and banana groves. The beautiful Mediterranean is the 
color of sapphires. You never get tired of looking at it. Peace seems to prevail. 
There is not a cloud in the sky. The snow-clad Taurus Mountains loom above the 
sea. I wonder why high mountains everywhere are always so pure and white. You 

unt to keep looking at the snow-capped mountains, the beautiful blue sea, and the 
tall Anamur Tower that juts out into the sea,

[Text] Before coming to these orange groves from Ankara we crossed the plains of 
the Anatolian Plateau. We were stopped by snowdrifts several times. On the mono- 
tonous plains we saw only occasional trees, perhaps willows at the edge of a glen, 
tall minarets, and red-tile roofed villages. After the Taurus Mountains the road 
dropped sharply down to the Mediterranean coast. We passed from winter to summer, 
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[It wan very hote=those days in January, people were swimming at the beach, We were 
now at one of Turkey's “hottest" spots, The seacoast was closed off by troops from 
Adana to Antalya, Military patrols stopped us many times en route and checked our 
papers, In the orange grove we sat at a table, The host brought us tea, "Rize tea," 
praising its quality. No matter what the subject of conversation, it always returned 
like a boomerang to today's situation, The same questions: What will happen to- 
morrow? What awaits us day after tomorrow? The host was an Antalyan. He also su'- 
fered a great deal during the days of terror, He reasoned as follows: "If you were 
to ask the question today in Turkey, ‘Who wants to return to 11 September?', I am 
sure that 45 million Turke would say no, No one wants to remember those days of 
terror, But how about afterward, the future?" What will the new constitution be 
like, the one the constituent assembly is to adopt! The press reports, and the 
people say, that the coming constitution will be based on Turkey's first constitu- 
tion, which was drawn up under the direct supervision of Ataturk and is known as 

the Ataturk Constitution, But changes will be introduced, in particular the presi- 
dent's powers will be increased as they have been in France's constitution. The 
basis of the country's political life will be two major parties, as in the United 
States. A new election law will give the winning party an absolute majority in 
order to avoid uncertainty and vacillation in authority and various parties 
"bouncing" back and forth, So far, however, all this is speculation spread by the 
newspapers or discussed by people sitting in orange groves, like us, or strollers 

on Ataturk Boulevard. 


At the moment, however, life goes on as before. Prices are rising rapidly, the 
lira goes down in value. Last year the inflation rate declined steadily between 
February and July, but it began to rise rapidly after August. That's another as- 
pect of Turkey's current crisis, Evren's government raised employees' wages and 
pensions to keep pace with inflation, but the measure has only accelerated the rate 
of inflation and driven up the cost of living. Soon, real wages will be below the 
previous level. Here are a few significant figures. A kilogram of bread cost 70 
piasters in 1960 (there are 100 piasters in a lira) and 25 lira in 1980, and if the 
rate of inflation continues the cost will be 344 lira in 1990. A kilogram of meat 
cost seven lira in 1960 and 325 in 1980; in 1990 it will be 4135 lira. Turks joke 
about it: "This year we can carry our shopping money in a wallet; in 1990 it will 
take a suitcase." One of the main factors in the declining value of the lira is 
considered to be the increasing cost of oil. 


People have been searching for oil in Turkey for a long time, but the results have 
been disappointing. Oil production is declining year by year. Some 3.6 million 
tons were produced in 1960, but only 2.3 million in 1980. And annual consumption 
stands at 14,8 million tons. This means that oil costs Turkey 8.9 million dollars 
in foreign currency every day. So oil is being diligently searched for. When 
people heard that oil had been struck at Supsa, everyone rushed to the Black Sea 
‘oast. Then it became known that oil was found near Tbilisi. That gave rise to 
new hopes that oil might be discovered where they failed to find it before. 

Turkey is striving to boost its exports in order to reduce its foreign trade defi- 


cit, cuused chiefly by oil imports. In 1980, for example, 1300 Renaults and 1895 
motors bull in Turkey were sold abroad, But Turkey's main export is agricultural 
products, They were placing their hopes on wheat exports. Turkey intended to sell 


500 million dollars' worth of wheat in 1980-1981, but fate disappointed them. The 
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cost of oll is rising much faster than the price of wheat, Thus, the effectiveness 
of wheat exports is declining. The problems facing Turkey's economy are very com- 
plex, and the prospects do not look good, But there is still another problem: it 
is the rapid rise in population, the so-called demographic explosion, It is 
claimed that the population is growing faster in Turkey than in India or China, 

In the last census, Turkey's population stood at 45,217,556. If this continues, 
the yearly population increase will soon reach one million, It has been estimated 
that this one million population will annually require 1000 additional doctors, 
3000 policemen, 25,000 teachers, 5000 elementary schools, and six universities-- 
the means for which Turkey does not have, Curiously, the population is not rising 
at a uniform rate, In Artvin Vilayet, for example, the population actually de- 
clined, 


Such are the economic prospects. And, as we know, economics and politics constitute 
a unitary whole, 


The military coup in Turkey was not like the one in Chile, Turkey's new rulers de- 
clare that they want to develop good=neighbor relations with t’ 2 Soviet Union, as 
Kemal Ataturk did, a policy which has always coincided with Turkey's vital inter- 
ests. Such a policy is essential for Turkey, especially now with all the problems 
it faces, 


The fact is, however, that American military and political figures have stepped up 
their visits to Turkey in recent times, and military maneuvers were held with their 
participation this year near our borders, 


After the bad weather of the previous day, the fog had lifted from the Caucasus 
Range. The day was bright and clear. In the rays ci the rising sun that morning, 
the eye was enchanted by the Khalde Wall and its peaks--Shkhara,Lialveri and 
Gestola, The shining cliffs were lustrous. 


A breeze lightly stirred the leaves of springtime. We were standing near the ruins 
of Bagrati Cathedral, Ilter Turkmen ran his hand lightly over the delicate carvings 
in the white stone. Then, like one who has lost his way in the intricate laby- 
rinths of the carvings, he lifted his entranced gaze to the walls of the cathedral. 
Iiter Turkmen is a well known Turkish diplomat. He has toured many countries of 
the world and seen many Christian, Moslem, and even heathen places of worship, and 
he can assess beauty. I could see by his face that he deeply regretted the ruined 
cathedral and was close to tears. I did not conceal the facts as to who destroyed 
the cathedral, and why, or who had that custom and retains it to this day. He 
listened to me attentively without removing his hand from the carvings, and then 
said: "The Ottoman sultans were born to wage war. Kemal Ataturk built a new 
state, a republican Turkey, on the ruins of the Ottoman Empire. The new state's 
foreign policies were placed on new foundations. Kemal Ataturk's policy was one 

of friendship with neighboring peoples. Kemal Ataturk always stood for brotherhood 
with the Soviet Union. We are his followers, and we are obliged to follow the path 
he meant." 


Later we sat for a long time on a broad balcony overlooking the Rioni. Our hosts 
Givi Kalabegshvili and Levan Akhvlediani gave their guest a vase as a souvenir. 

The carvings on the vase were remarkably like those of the destroyed Bagrati Cathe- 
dral. 
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We had lett Kubalst some time ago, We covered many kilometers of the abundant 
Kolkheti Valley, Hut our guest kept talking about the Georgian carvings and the 
artistic and architectural wonders of our cathedrals, 


"iret we talked about Petritsoni and then about the monasteries on Mount Sinai and 
in Jerusalem, and finally the Galia Monastery on Cyprus, This was at a time when 
the landing of Turkish troops on Cyprus was still news, "You Georgians have your 
own interest in Cyprus,” said Ilter Turkmen laughingly, "But for my country it is 
& grave probiem, the most painful and unresolved one in the past two decades, 
Cyprue could make any Turkish government explode from within. For this reason 
alone, I would never wish to be Turkey's foreign minister." 


Put ae it happened, a few daye after taking power Kenan Evren appointed liter 
Turkmen Turkey's foreign minister, Cyprus is still a burning issue. But Turkey 
has another problem that is much graver than Cyprus, one which must be resolved as 
soon as possible, That is the ofl problem, Turkey's power and transportation 
systems are on the brink of catastrophe, At present they keep going by shutting 
off the eleetricity for several hours in the daytime and they call upon housewives 
to remove at least one bulb from every lamp, but tomorrow the electricity may be 
shut of f both in the daytime and in the nighttime, Turkey needs both Iran and the 
Arab countries for oil. Therefore it cannot afford to offead either Iran or the 
Arab countries, Not that Turkey had good relations with Iran during the Shah's 
regime, Despite their joint participation in aggressive military pacts, histori- 
cally these two countries had many disputes even in times when Basra and Baghdad 
vere part of the Ottoman Empire. The reason for continuous vars between these 

two countries cover the centuries has been an unresolved dispute between Turkey and 
Iran about territory which went to Iraq after being separated from Turkey. But 

the question arises: What position does Turkey take in this conflict? There can 
only be one answer: ite position is defined, first of all, by oi) and, secondly, 
by the manpower export problem, By February of this year, 59 Turkish firms vere 
building construction projects in countries of the Near East; two years ago only 

29 Turkish firms were doing that. In February, 80,000 Turks were working in Arab 
countries. This is especially important to Turkey now that the Buropean countries 
have closed their doors to Turkish workers, Turkey is equally interested in Iran's 
avi Irag's oll, for it has always bought oil from both countries and therefore can- 
not afford to lose either one. This is the reason for Turkey's neutrality in the 
Iran-Iraq conflict, a situation which benefits both Iran and Iraq. Turkey hopes to 
continue receiving oil from both countries, although they cannot fully meet ali 
Turkey's needs, That was the reason for Ilter Turkmen's hasty trip to Saudi Arabia-- 
4 very important mission, because the Arab countries do not like Turkey's fairly 
friendly relations with Israel, 


Well aware of Turkey's problems, Saudi Arabia apparently asked him to review 
Turkey's relations with Israel in return for oil. Wo one knows for sure what 
Turkmen and Gaudi Arabian officials talked about, but after Turkmen's return 
Markey reduced ite relations with Israel from ambassadorial status to the level of 
»ivyisors—-<on grounds that Israel had declared Jerusalem to be its capital. At the 
whe ‘me ‘he newspapers reported that Saudi Arabia had promised to provide half of 
Turkey's ofl needs, Kuwait also promised to supply oil, but that did not end the 
matter. Turkish diplomats still have a hard struggle ahead to get oil. And Turkish 
representatives from Cyprus have recently increased their visits to Turkey so that 
Ankara will not forget them. 
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Kenan Bvren declared at the time of the coup, and has repeated it since, that he is 
following Kemal Ataturk's path, liter Turkmen, who now heads Turkey's foreign 
poliey, ecorreetiy explained that day as we stood at Bagrati Cathedral that Kema) 
Avaturk's policies toward the Soviet state are policies of brotherhood, and he said 
that Turkey intends to implement just that policy, 


| do not know whether Turkmen still has that vase given to him as a souvenir in 


Kutaisi, but I am convineed that he will never forget the carvings of Bagrati 
Cathedral, 


Whenever | had any free time, I would drop by Kocabey's Tavern, which is near 
Kiesilay Square. There, the Turhan Brothers had a bookshop, It isn't a big book- 
shop. There are bigger, brighter and richer bookshops in Ankara, but this one is 
special, lLoeal book lovers like to congregate at the Turhan Brothers' bookshop. 

Ali Kinds of people come there: high-ranking civil servants as well as simple em- 
ployees, well-known diplomats, college professors, and students. In the shop, their 
social differences vanish--everyone worships books, 


Ankara is the most “bookish” city in Turkey. The Turke love books, Many books are 
printed, as if the people wish to make up for centuries of backwardness in one leap. 
Almost all the Buropean and Russian classics have been translated into Turkish. The 
people avidly read Lev Tolstoy, Dostoyevekiy, Chekhov, Turgenev, Gogol’, and 
Gor'kiy. Everything new and important appearing in the world's book markets is 
rapidly translated into Turkish. The classics of Marxism-Leninism have been trans- 
lated, and recently "Marx and Engele Concerning Turkey" appeared, Turkish readers 
are well acquainted with Soviet writers such as Sholokhov, Leonov, Aytmatov, and 
Gamzatov. But because of the rising cost of paper recently, books are more costly. 
Book lovers complain that they can't afford to buy them, and book sellers complain 
that they can't afford to sell them. In connection with the rising cost of books, 
the newspaper GUNAYDIN printed an interesting item: in 1970, 10,000 lira would buy 
20,000 newspapers; nowadays that amount would buy only 1000. In 1970 that much 
money would buy 1,269 books (in average prices), today only 100. 


I browsed among the bookshelves in the Turhan Brothers’ shop, leafing through some 
of them and reading certain selections. A young Turkish historian I was talking to 
told me that in some archive in Istanbul he had seen a letter written in Georgian 
to Grand Vizier Yusuf Pasha by the mother of the Turkish Sultan and great reformer 
Selim Ill (late 18th and early 19th centuries). But I do not know whether he really 
saw cuch a letter or whether he was mistaken. While talking to him I found a nicely 
printed Turkish translation of Aleksandre Kazbegi's "Elgudzha.” Right next to it 
was lusup Pagava's “Undimmed Hearth,” and next to it Nodar Dumbadze's "I See the 
Sun." And, finally, I saw Simon Kvariani's novel about Giorgi Saakadze. The elder 
Turhan told me that they kept all the Georgian literature together. It is un- 
doubtedly quite a thing that Georgian literature has penetrated the Turkish world, 
that Turkish readers have come to know Georgia, our literature, our culture. And, 
in turn, many Turkish writers have been translated into Georgian. Soviet Georgians 
respect Turkish culture, as they respect the cultures of all peoples, but interest 
toward neighboring peoples is clearly something special. Many Turkish politicians 
and cultural figures have come to Tbilisi, and for them it has always been a 
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plessant discovery to find how much we are doing to study Turkish culture, litera- 
Lure, and history, to get acquainted with our people, 


‘urkiesh architeet Ahmed Oskan did 4 great deal to acquaint the Turkish people witt 
jeorgian culture, literature, and history. It was through hia efforta that 
(eorg@ian writers were translated into Turkish, Ahmed Ozkan started to translate 
"The Knight in the Panther's Skin,” and even managed to publish a few excerpts, But 
he didn't survive the wave of terrorism sweeping Turkey--right-wing extremists, 
followers of Turkes, killed him on 4 July of last year, They sneaked up behind him 
and shot him and his Son seven times in the back, Ahmed died on the spot, and his 
son was gravely wounded, This tragedy was reported briefly in the Turkish news- 
papers slong with the comment that the police had found no clues to the murder, 


| eame out of the Turhan Brothers’ bookshop onto Kigilay Square. The long winter 
night had already begun. There was fog in the street, The street lamps shone 
dimly. My @uards followed behind, at my side was the young Turkish historian, 
earrying one or two books he had bought in the shop, He stared at the pavement, as 
if looking for something he had lost, and in a guilty tone he said: “Ahmed Ozkan's 
murder is an atrocity. Alparslan Turkes barely escaped the people's wrath. He 
was lucky to be put in jail at the time of the coup. 


Ankara's streets, lined with plane trees, wind among the closely placed, courtyard- 
less houses in the torrential gorges. An occasional breeze wafted among the plane 
trees, shaking loose the last yellow leaves of the winter season and casting them 
to the street below to be trampled by passersby. 


I climbed to the top of Kocatepe Hill. The whole city could be seen from there. 
Twilight was approaching. Ankara, with its big windows, shone like a thousand suns 
in the rays of the setting sun, Clouds from somewhere far off gathered over Koroglu 
Peak and soon settled heavily over Ankara. 


What will happen tomorrow? What will happen day after tomorrow?

SHEVARDNADZE, VASIL'YEV ADDRESS RECLAMATION WORKERS 
Thoilisi ZARYA VOSTOKA in Russian 17 Apr 61 pp 1-2 


[Text] As has already been reported, a republic reclamation 
workers meeting has been held in Thiliei to discuss work re- 
sulte for the 10th Five-Year Plan and the tasks set reclama- 
tion services by the 26th CPSU Congress and 26th Congress of 
the Georgian Communist Party. CPSU Central Committee Polit- 
buro Candidate Member and Georgian Communist Party Central 
Committee Firet Secretary EB. A. Shevardnadse's introductory 
remarks opened the meeting. 


In opening the republic reclamation workers’ conference, I should first like to note 
the fact that the tasks of continuing to use reclaimed land effectively are being 
discussed here immediately after broad practical measures on successfully actualiz- 
ing the resolutions of the 26th CPSU Congress and the tasks stemming from Comrade 

L. I. Breghnev's report at the congress were worked out at a meeting of the Georgian 
party aktiv and approved by a Georgian Communist Party Central Committee plenum, he 
said. 


Thus, the tasks of further developing reclamation work are being advanced as among 
the top-priority taske of our republic party organization. And that is entirely na- 
tural, inasmuch as land reclamation, along with the industrialization and chemiza- 
tion of agriculture, is one of the three reference pointe in further developing this 
most important branch of the economy, the national economy of the republic and of our 
entire country. 


That ie why, when speaking of the tasks of comprehensively developing agricultural 
production, of improving ite effectiveness and quality, Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev placed 
particular stress in the CPSU Central Committee Accountability Report to the 26th 
Party Congress on the necessity of decisively increasing land use effectiveness, es- 
pecially reclaimed land. 


That is the firet feature of our conference today. 


Its second subject is the fact that republic reclamation workers have convened their 
conference on 13 April, on the very eve of the 60th anniversary of V. I. Lenin's let- 
ter, known to all and especially dear to us, “To Communist Comrades of Azerbaijan, 
Georgia, Armenia, Dagestan and Gorskaya Republic” on the tasks and features of build- 
ing socialiem in the Transcaucasus. That letter was written on 14 April 1921, less 
than two months after the victory of Great October in Georgia, after that remarkable 
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day when the Kremlin in Moscow was sent a telegram signed by Sergo Ordshonikidse: 
"The Red Banner of Soviet power soare over Tiflis, All Hail Soviet Georgia!" 


Thus, our meeting today is actually dedicated to the 60th anniversary of Lenin's 
celebrated letter, 


That letter from Lenin is clear testimony to the fact that Viadimir Il'ich Lenin's 
thoughte and concerns immediately after the establishment of Soviet power were con- 
nected with the communiate of the Caucasus, with the laborers of Aserbaijan, Georgia 
and Armenia, with the necessity of effecting socialist transformations in our area. 


In May, we will celebrate the 60th anniversary of the establishment of Soviet power 
in Georgia and the formation of the Georgian Communiat Party. And at that time we 
will again turn to that letter from Lenin, examining again all our activity through 
ite priem. We will analyze how Lenin's orders and behests have been carried out in 
the course of all those 60 years, how we are now living and working according to 
Lenin. 


But today, we will be dealing with one of V. I. Lenin's instructions, one of his 
counsele, “begin large-scale work on electrification and irrigation.” 


“Irrigation,” V. 1. Lenin wrote, “ie most needed by the region, will do most to re- 
create and revive it, to bury the past and strengthen the transition to socialiem.” 


Vv. I. Lenin pointed out the necessity of “developing with all our strength the. ..pro- 
ductive forces of this rich area, the white gold that is irrigation.” He stressed 
that “irrigation is especially important in developing farming and stockraising, no 
matter what the cost." 





Thus, our agenda today is questions of reclamation, large, important questions. And 
whereas the CPSU Central Committee Accountability Report viewed the further develop- 
ment of agriculture as the basis of the food program to the development of which the 
26th Congress attached particular importance, reclamation and reclamation const ruc- 
tion are among the basic links which, once taken up, can draw in their wake the whole 
chain of tasks associated with further developing agricultural production.

Of course, it is always a great event when a minister comes to the republic, And 
the arrival of the minister of reclamation and water management is a doubly great 
event, in that that ministry's activities are all associated with prospects for de- 
veloping agriculture, ensuring ite and the entire national economy's tomorrow, And 


we wish once again to emphasize that we are very glad to see you, Nikolay Fedorevich, 
at our meeting. 


Man and the land — that is 4 single inseparable entity. Man is linked to the land 
his entire life by bonds of blood, The land is an inexhaustible storehouse, the very 
greatest wealth of the people. In fact, it is for good reason that the people say: 
“the wet-nuree land,” or as we say here in Georgia, “the land, our mother." When the 
land blossoms, everything flowers, literally everything all around is tranefigured. 
People's lifes become better, freer, and their labor becomes more fruitful. It is 
man's calling to take from the land everything it can give, to multiply ite riches. 
it is foremost our reclamation workers who are called upon to do this, ae it is they 
who give the Land life. 


Our area has been transformed unrecognizably during the years of Soviet power; our 
abundant land has blossomed magnificantly. It hae been given life-giving water to 
drink, placing once-neglected land at the service of the people. 


When V. I. Lenin wrote that letter to the communiete of the Caucasus, the total 
length of existing irrigation systems in the republic was only a couple of hundred 
kilometers. Today, that system stretches nearly 20,000 km, and upwards of 400,000 ha 
of our fields are now irrigated. 


The resolutions of the March (1965), May (1966) and July (1978) Party Central Commit- 
tee plenums were important landmarks in the development of reclamation, in putting 
this branch onto a modern industrial basis. Reclamation problems have been developed 
on a truely ecientific basis in the works of L. I. Brezhnev. Remarkably, Leonid I1'- 
ich cited the further development of irrigation in Central Asia and the Transcaucasus 
as being among the top-priority taske at the May Central Committee Plenum. 


Subsequently, in carrying out party and government resolutions and Comrade L. I. 
Brezhnev's instructions, Georgian communists have kept in constant view the problem 

of building and operating reclamation installations, of raising the agricultural tech- 
nology level. 


Quite a bit of experience has been accumulated in the republic in building and oper- 
ating irrigation systems such as the Mukhranskaya, Vanateskaya, Texi-Okamekaya, Ver- 
khnye-Samgorskaya and Nizhnye-Samgorskaya, Teletskaya, Saguramskaya, Kavtiskhevskaya, 
Tedzamskaya and others. Installation of the Verkhnye-Alazanskaya irrigation system 
was a truly national construction project: this artery of fertility encompasses 
108,000 ha of land in Kakheti. Start-up of the second line of this system is at hand. 


Reclamation work, which has ancient and glorious traditions among our people, is now 
being done on the basis of modern achievements of scientific and technical progress, 
using the advantages of a planned management system. 
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The construction of large and eamall reservoirs has been widely developed in the repub- 
lic in the last decade, Many of them carry a heavy social, as well as economic, load, 


The most remarkable, simply amaging transformations have occurred in the Kolkhidekaya 
lowlands. An age-old dream of our people has been realized: the once-inaccessible, 
impassable Kolkhid ewamp is now subject to man. A marvel of marvels has been created 
by the energy and skill of people, by their boundless love for the land and attach- 
ment to it, by the mighty creative forces given Life by socitaliem. Today, 100,000 ha 
of what wae once swamp faithfully serves the interests of our national economy. The 
comprehensive utilization of Kolkhida Land has been an excellent achool for our re- 
clamation workers, our ecientists and all communtete. 


However, any experience is valuable only if it teaches us to reveal shortcomings, if 
it helps ue set more complex, broader-ecale new tasks, if it enables us to better see 
the long-range future and to lay out concrete, practical ways of attaining the goal 
net. 


It is on precisely those tasks, on unsolved problems, that we need to focus our at- 
tention at today's meeting, and businese-like, constructive criticiem of existing 
shortcomings and a self-critical approach to thie matter must become its main core, 
the primary topic of our discussion today. 





Only in such a business-like atmosphere will we be able to work out truly useful res- 
Olutions and constructive proposals. And we are in extreme need of such proposals 
now. 


The 26th Party Congress and the CPSU Central Committee and USSR Council of Ministers 
Decree "On Steps to Increase the Production of Southern and Subtropical Crops and to 
Further Accelerate the Development of Agriculture in the Georgian SSR" set all work- 
ers in republic agricultural production very complex, very important tasks. In the 
lith Five-Year Plan, the average annual gross agricultural output volume in the Geor- 
gian SSR is to increase by 22-24 percent. We will be able to achieve this only on a 
base of continued production intensification, transferring it to industrial tracks. 
We are faced with irrigating 60,000 ha and draining 35,000 ha of new land, with pro- 
viding more than 100,000 ha of pasture with water and with renovating irrigation sys- 
tems on 42,000 ha. 





What will be needed to do this? 


First, we need to improve the planning of reclamation measures and, in particular, 
the planning and construction of water-management installations. Second, we need to 
work out steps aimed at improving the efficiency of operation of existing systems in 
order to ensure the receipt of consistently high harvests. Third, and finally, we 
need to determine steps to strengthen party leadership of this sphere, ways of per- 
fecting the organizational forms of our work, of increasing cadre responsibility for 
the end results of labor. 





It is obviously just such questions and problems which must be in the center of our 
attention and around which our discussion today must revolve. 


This is important, because proper planning is the basis for the future successful 
operation of any system. We have repeatedly been convinced of the lamentable results 
of incorrect planning. Unfortunately, such planning has occurred, and there were 
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serious errors made here, which ia why we are emphasizing that we need a thoughtful, 
skillful approach in this matter. Any planning negligence will subsequently turn 
into enormous and generally nonrecompensible losses. 


Representatives of one of the primary planners of our water management facilities, 
the "Gruzgiprovodkhoz" Inatitute, are in attendance at our meeting. That collective 
does a great deal of work. However, the schedules for releasing planning documenta- 
tion are often not met and the quality of surveying work leaves much to be desired. 
We expect business-like assistance from specialists at othe: ecientific research and 
planning inatitutes in the form of efficient technical resolutions based on the very 
latest scientific and technical achievements. This work must be increased in every 
way possible, better use must be made of the creative opportunities of specialists, 
and the work must be defined relative to the forms of providing those specialiste 
with incentives. 


There are also quite a few problems in construction. We note with satisfaction how 
energetically our young organization, the "Glavgrugvodstroy," has taken up this work. 
This collective, headed by Comrade A. G. Museridze, has actually embarked on its work 
energetically and well, with much support from the union ministry, of course. How- 
ever, just energy and a desire to work well is no longer adequate. If one bears in 
mind the scope of the taske facing us and the fact that this collective's coming-to- 
be is now far behind, we can in no way be satisfied by the previous rates of construc- 
tion. And the quality of the projects still does not meet the demands being made. I 
think the comrades will express themselves openly on this matter and will make con- 
crete proposals. 


Reclamation is not a matter just for reclamation workers alone. It has both an eco- 
nomic and a social aspect, as was already stated. Reclamation work impacts favor- 
ably on improving the activity of many branches of each region of the republic. That 
is why it is especially important to approach the resolution of all these tasks in a 
comprehensive manner, concentrating our forces correctly. In this connection, the 
proposal to take comprehensive steps to reclaim and utilize land on a number of newly 
organized sovkhozes in Eastern and Western Georgia deserves attention. True, we will 
require additional capital investments, but this is, in our view, a very promising 
matter, and we count, I admit, on the support of our guests in resolving this ques- 
tion positively, first honors to the deeply respected Nikolay Fedorovich. 


In fact, our state has not begrudged funds when it was a matter of strengthening the 
material-technical base of rural areas. Year after year, the start-up of newly re- 
claimed land has increased. However, as Comrade L. I. Brezhnev pointed out at the 
26th Party Congress, the center of gravity has now shifted to return on capital in- 
vestment, to agricultural productivity growth. 


From this point of view, our ministries of reclamation and water management, and also 
agriculcure, deserve the harshest criticism. There have been some sudden changes and 
appreciable advances, especially in the work of reclamation workers, but there are 
also a great many shortcomings. True, crop yields increased somewhat on reclaimed 
land in the 10th Five-Year Plan. However, they are still below the union average for 
grain, feed and certain other crops, as well as vegetables. Moreover, there are 
quite a few rayons in which kolkhozes and sovkhozes did not even reach the average 
republic level last year in terms of crop yield indicators on irrigated land. That 
won't do! 
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There are significant reserves in thie area, and we need to make full use of the rich 
potential of the irrigated hectare. Under the conditions in our republic, where every 
inch of earth is accounted for, thie is especially important. To thie end, we need 
foremost to fundamentally restructure the activity of the operations services. This 
process has thus far proceeded extremely slowly, for which our Ministry of Reclama- 
tion and Water Management has more than once been seriously criticized by che party. 
However, comrades have yet to draw the proper conclusions. Unproductive disputes be- 
tween the Ministry of Agriculture and the Ministry of Reclamation and Water Management 
take up 4 great deal of time. Some complain about a lack of irrigation water during 
the growing season. Others are convinced that there is water, but that it is being 
used inetficiently, extremely poorly. And relations are generally referred to in the 
past tense, now that it is impossible to find out who was at fault and now that essen- 
tially nothing can be done about it. And that inetead of taking up the cause through 
joint efforts. Such not entirely healthy, not entirely business-like relations are 
correspondingly transmitted to local organizations as well. 


It is obviously necessary to increase the responsibility of water management organi- 
zations for the harvest. To put it bluntly, it does not become certain communists 
and officials to measure their own work solely in terms of meeting plans for major 
overhaule on facilities, cleaning canals, supplying water, and then walk around, as 
the saying goes, like heroes, while a meager, poor harvest ripens in the fields. 


Party committees and local soviet organs must manage these processes better. Their 
influence in this matter has clearly been inadequate thus far. All questions should 
be resolved flexibly and efficiently, and party and soviet organs must always have 
the decisive word. 


Let's agree right away, comrades, that neither today, at the conference, nor after- 
wards, will allowances be mace for so-called objective reasons. We are entitled to 
demand and will demand that the planned harvests be obtained from every hectare of 
reclaimed land. It is precisely a high harvest that must be made the primary cri- 
terion in evaluating work in this particular direction by both agricultural and wa- 
ter management organizations, by local party and soviet organs. Such an approach is 
surely the most correct, the most party- and state-oriented approach of all. 


Now that the taut years of the 10th Five-Year Plan are behind us, years in which the 
Georgian SSR met the five-year plan ahead of schedule, both in industry and in agri- 
culture, and in which connection republic laborers received a warm letter of congra- 
tulations from L. I. Brezhnev and were given the challenge Red Banner of the CPSU 
Central Committee, USSR Council of Ministers, AUCCTU and Komsomol Central Committee, 
now that our party organization has won so high an evaluation at the 26th CPSU Con- 
gress for accelerating the tempo of socioeconomic development, we can note with sat- 
isfaction that the labor of ous reclamation workers has played a part, a consider- 
able part, in all our successes and achievements. This obligates you, comrades, to 
work with even greater energy, with even greater stubbornness and persistence, to 
restructure your work in accord with the new demands made on our agriculture by the 
26th Party Congress. 


The press has published greetings from the Georgian Communist Party Central Commit- 
tee to participants in our conference. It expresses a firm conviction that republic 
reclamation workers, construction workers, planners and scientists will cope honor- 
ably in the lith Five-Year Plan with the tasks facing them. 
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A business-like, interested, principled discussion of all practical problems at our 
conference will unquestionably facilitate further improvement in water-management 
conetruction, increasing the power of the irrigated hectare and, on that basis, 
growth in the contribution of republic reclamation workers to implementation of the 
food program, to the cause of socially transforming the Soviet countryside. 


USSR Minister of Reclamation and Water Management N. F. Vasil'yev gave a report at 
the conference, 


"The resolutions of the 26th CPSU Congress anticipate the development and implemen- 
tation of a food program,” he said, “The basis of that program will be further de- 
velopment and increased efficiency of agriculture. Major financial and material re- 
sources are being allocated to develop agriculture, and this branch is being put on 
an industrial basis. One distinguishing feature of party agrarian policy in the 
1980's will be that ite center of gravity will be shifted towards increasing the 
return on capital investments. 


it ie from this point of view that we must examine the results of and prospects for 
developing reclamation. Our country now has some 30 million hectares of reclaimed 
land, including 17.5 million hectares of irrigated land. Irrigated and drained land, 
which occupies about 10 percent of the plowed and planted field area in the country, 
yielded 34 percent of all gross farming output in the public sector in 1980. During 
the 10th Five-Year Plan, reclaimed land accounted for 70 percent of the increment in 
average annual gross farming output production, and it has been from just such land 
that the kolkhozes and sovkhozes have obtained all their cotton and rice, 75 percent 
of their vegetables, 38 percent of the grain and corn, 21 percent of the coarse and 
succulent feed and much other output. The productivity of a hectare of irrigated 
land is 5.8-fold higher than of nonreclaimed land, and that of drained land -- 1|.5- 
fold higher. Such is the contribution of reclamation to agricultural production, and 
it will grow year by year, because reclamation enables us to involve unused land in 
agricultural circulation, to create conditions for increasing crop yields and improv- 
ing che effectiveness of chemization and mechanization. 


It would be hard to overestimate the importance of reclamation work in the Georgian 
SSR, N. F. Vasil'yev continued. There are two pronounced zones here, an eastern zone 
with a dry continental climate, in which irrigation is required, and a western zone 
with a maritime, humid, subtropical climate, in which drainage is necessary. During 
the past five-year plan, 54,000 ha of irrigated land and 27,000 ha of drained land 
was put into operation in the republic, which now has 400,000 ha of irrigated land 
and 115,000 ha of drained land. In the 10th Five-Year Plun, reclaimed land accounted 
for 48 percent of the increment in average annual farm output production. 


The CPSU Central Committee and USSR Council of Ministers Decree "On Steps to Increase 
the Production of Southern and Subtropical Crops and Further Accelerate the Develop- 
ment of Agriculture in the Georgian SSR" anticipates concrete assignments on irriga- 
tion and drainage, the construction of specialized sovkhozes, and development of a 
production base for water-management organizations. 


Comrade Vasil'yev dealt with problems not solved by Georgian reclamation workers in 
the 10th Five-Year Plan. During that period, he said, fodder and perennial crop 
yields increased somewhat. However, there was no growth in other crop yields. The 
10th Five-Year Plan assignment for grain production on irrigated land was therefore 
met by only 48 percent, for grain corn -- 28 percent, sugar beets -- 80 percent, and 
vegetables -- 85 percent. 
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During the past five-year period, the availability of drained land has not increased, 
although 27,000 ha was drained. That ia, it turned out that reclamation workers re- 
leased to administrators as much land was was withdrawn from production, Farming in- 
dicators are also not very high on drained land, although there has been growth in 
ylelda for graina, vegetables, silage corn and annual grasses on such land, The 
grain production assignment was met by 85 percent. 


Irrigation frequency remains low: 2.9 times for vegetables, 2.2 times for fodder 
crope and 1.5 times for grains, Some 95,000 ha was irrigated only once. The capa- 
city of repair-construction organizations is growing slowly. 


In early April, we and the USSR Ministry of Agriculture held a joint meeting of the 
collegium, with the participation of union republic ministers of agriculture and 
reclamation and water management, the speaker continued. We discussed agricultural 
and water-management agency taske of improving the use of irrigated and drained land. 
Comrade M. S. Gorbachev, CPSU Central Committee Politburo member and CPSU Central 
Committee secretary, spoke at the collegium meeting. He pointed out, quite cor- 
rectly, that the potential of reclaimed land is being used by no means fully, that 
yields are often 1.5= to two-fold lower than possible, that time needed to recompense 
installation expenditures stretches out over many years. Special note was made of 
the low grain corn yields in the Transcaucasian republics. Georgian reclamation 
workers must therefore do a great deal of work on improving the use of irrigated 

and drained land. 


The end result, the harvest, must become the primary criterion of the economic ef- 
fectiveness of reclamation. All tasks must therefore be resolved through the joint 
efforts of scientists, planners, builders, operators and farmers. 


The most serious attention must be paid to following irrigation norms and schedules, 
to putting existing reclaimed land into proper order, to setting up proper technical 
servicing of reclamation systems. 


Speaking about capital construction problems, N. F. Vasil'yev noted that one of the 
most serious such problems is the failure to follow construction schedules. Suffice 
it to say that the Verkhnye-A:azanskaya irrigation system has been under construc- 
tion for 16 years now, and no one knows when it will be finished. And the volume of 
reclamation work will increase appreciably in the new five-year plan, and construc- 
tion tasks will be more complex. The primary direction in the work of our builders 
will be large construction projects, the completion of work already begun and the 
expansion of new work. And much will depend on proper planning in the successful 
implementation of this program. 


In critically evaluating the work of planners, the speaker emphasized that it is even 
now very important not only to determine top-priority measures to improve their work, 
but also to provide planning documentation for work in 1982. Meeting five-year plan 
assignments, he said, is the criterion on whose basis the business and political qua- 
lities of administrative personnel and their ability to work in the new way, to en- 
sure better efficiency and quality, will be evaluated. It is necessary to raise the 
quality of construction engineering and reclamation system operation to a higher le- 
vel. And the primary direction in this work will be to reduce the proportion of man- 
ual operations, to introduce new forms of labor organization and wages, and to use 
new equipment and progressive components and materials. 
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Comrade Vasil'yev noted with satisfaction that Georgian reclamation workers coped 
successfully with the first-quarter assignments. Having carried out the reclamation 
work plan in terme of basic indicators, they exceeded last year's level and prepared 
reclamation systems well for the growing season. That is very important, since a 
good start at the beginning of the year greatly determines the results in the re- 
mining months. 


Georgian reclamation workers will doubtless carry out the tasks facing them with 
honor and will make a worthy contribution to developing agriculture and actualizing 
our country's food program, the minister said in conclusion. 


The following republic ministers gave reports: reclamation and water management -- 
G. B. Gadeliya, agriculture «= Sh. M. Eteadashvili, Glavgruzvodstroy chief — A. G. 
Museridze; party, soviet, administrative and leading production workers, specialists 
and scientists participated in the debates on the status of reclamation in the repub- 
lic. They analyzed in depth the mistakes and errors which occurred in the 10th Five- 
Year Plan, outlined ways and means of overcoming them, and touched on the tasks fac- 
ing the reclamation service in the current five-year period. 


All those who spoke indicated that we must not work today to measure up to yester- 
day's marks. What has been achieved is only a foundation for further movement for- 
ward. Life insistently demands improvement inall reclamation links, in the entire 
complex of water-management work. 


We cannot be reconciled to the fact that harvests are still low on irrigated land, 

the speakers said. Last year, for example, the per hectare yields of grains, vege- 
tables, potatoes, grapes and other crops on these lands turned out to be consider- 

ably below the levels planned by the 25th Georgian Communist Party Congress. Aver- 
age republic grain corn yields were not achieved by 16 republic rayons, vegetables 

— by 21, potatoes -- by 10 and grapes by 23. This led to losses of 12,000 tons of 
grain, 20,500 tons of vegetables and 15,700 tons of potatoes. 


These figures indicate much, and foremost the fact that the range of questions on 
whose resolution increasing the effectiveness of reclaimed land depends is not re- 
served just to the Ministry of Reclamation and Water Management and the Ministry of 
Agriculture. Success depends both on raising farming standards by carrying out a 
complex of agricultural measures and on a thriftier attitude towards irrigation wa- 
ter, on increasing mobility and discipline in the activity of water-management or- 
ganizations. 


Work in the social production system should be organized in such a way that farms in 
a zone of irrigation farming use high-yield, selected varieties of grain crops and 
follow schedules for working the soil, sowing, applying fertilizers, irrigation and 
gathering the harvest. Unfortunately, there are still quite a few examples of this 
work being left to drift. The 26th CPSU Congress pointed out that our continued ad- 
vance will depend in increasingly large measure on the skillful and effective use of 
all available resources. In this connection, the orientation towards economy, to- 
wards the more complete and intelligent use of what is available to us, will demand 
a new approach to many administrative problems, and that is an axiom of effective 
work in each ministry and each collective. 


We need once and for all to leave behind us what has at times been the unsatisfac- 
tory primary recording of crop yields and other economic indicators. For example, 
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some leaders, lacking factual data on crop yields on irrigated land on their farms, 
enter arbitrary figures on the corresponding statistical reporting graph. These fic- 
titious data not only lower average crop yield indicators for individual rayons and 
the republic as a whole, but also fundamentally distort the actual state of affairs. 


The present level of agricultural development enables to program the crop yields on 
specific irrigated sections. Of course, these figures must be realistic, within the 
agronomic potential of the sectors. Given conditions in the republic, it is entirely 
realistic to speak of grain harvests of 40-45 q/ha, for example. This is confirmed 
by the experience of the leading farms. But in order to reach these frontiers, we 
should strictly follow the entire complex of agricultural measures, applying mineral 
and organic fertilizers to sown areas. And the decisive factor is to use water re- 
sources skillfully. 


This is taken to mean high-quality operation of irrigation and drainage systems, per- 
forming all the work needed to renovate them and level the land. 


Today, 241,000 ha of irrigated land and 147,000 ha of drained land is covered by 
technical service, comprising 71 and 96 percent, respectively. 


Practice has shown that irrigation water provides the desired effect only given close 
interaction between reclamation workers and agriculture specialists. Therefore, it 
is obviously time to create a special agronomic service attached to the republic Min- 
istry of Reclamation and Water Management which will monitor the use of high-yield, 
selected varieties of grain, apply full doses of fertilizers to the soil at the pro- 
per times, and follow cultivation, sowing and harvesting schedules in the irrigation 
farming zone. 


In Georgia, with the little land it has, it is very important to expand the sphere of 
application of reclamation. This concerns first of all the Kolkhidskaya lowlands, 
which have large reserves for further increasing the production of valuable southern 
and subtropical crops, as well as stockraising output. 


There are great opportunities for developing and intensifying viticulture, fruit-, 
vegetable- and potato-growing in Eastern Georgia, where we can utilize the foothills 
and iitensify agricultural production even more. 


In recent years, small-scale irrigation has taken on increasing importance in recla- 
mation. Whereas a total of only 25,000 ha of fallow land was irrigated using mobile 
equipment in 1971-1975, during the 10th Five-Year Plan, that indicator reached 67,000 
hectares. Last year alone, upwards of 20,000 ha of unirrigated land was watered. 


There is a special demand for such watering during drought periods, which have been 
increasingly alarming to farmers recently. 


In spite of the fact that more than 40 reservoirs designated for small-scale recla- 
mation have been built in the republic, this work must still be deemed to be basic- 
ally random in nature. Long-range plans for developing small-scale reclamation have 
not been drawn up and the potential of individual regions has not been revealed. We 
must achieve a situation in which small-scale reclamation and mobile equipment achieve 
the greatest impact, the highest result, in all branches of agriculture. 














Agricultural laborers are especially concerned about the quality of reclamation in- 
atallation conetruction, the speakers emphasized, As a result, a whole series of 
projects considered to have been released for operation are not on the fixed assets 
balances due to poor-quality conetruction, large numbera of defects and large amounts 


of unfinished work, Seing practically ownerless, such inatallationa finally become 
unusable, 


We can no longer be reconciled to poor construction quality. 


The speakers also touched on the problem of organizational lack of coordination, 
which ineludes the servicing of intrafarm systems. It has been more than 10 yearn 
now since the kolkhoges and sovkhoges have been made responsible for monitoring the 
operation of such systems, but many farme have turned out to be unprepared for this 
work. They do not have the appropriate material-technical base and lack skilled per- 
sonne!. The republic Ministry of Agriculture has not allocated corresponding mater~- 
iale for routine maintenance and major overhauls on such systems. Now that agricul- 
tural production epecialization and concentration on a base of interfarm cooperation 
is the main direction of branch development, it also becomes promising to concentrate 
work on caring for and operating intrafarm networks on a cooperative basis. Certain 
experience has already been accumulated in the republic in operating such organiza~ 
tions. Georgia now hae five interfarm reclamation associations. By strengthening 
the material-technical base of these and similar formations and by improving their 
atructure, we can achieve considerable improvement in the servicing of intrafarm 
reclamation systems. 


We are correct in demanding more of reclamation scientists, the speakers said. As of 
now, the republic still does not have a smoothly functioning, scientifically based 
system of reclamation management. And although republic scientific research insti- 
tutes have recently broadened and deepened the subject matter of their research, 
solved a number of important problems and made quite a few useful recommendations, 
the scope of the research and the rate of its introduction still do not fully meet 
the demands of the day. 


Scientists should study local conditions more thoroughly and comprehensively, work 
out effective irrigation and drainage methods, and persistently introduce them into 
practice. We need to strengthen the role of science in the highly effective use of 
reclamation equipment and hydraulic engineering installations, in further developing 
the reclamation service. 


Obtaining a consistently high harvest from each hectare is the main task of reclama- 
tion workers, and both operators and planners, builders and agronomists and scien- 
tists, bear an equal responsibility for implementing this responsible task. That 

is why coordinating the activity of all services, collectives and links associated 
in one degree or another with high yields from irrigated hectares must be regarded 
as of paramount importance. 


Improving the planning of reclamation measures and the operation of existing irriga- 
tion system were cited as being among the reserves for increasing gross harvests of 
agriculture! output. In this regard, particular attention should also be paid to 
improving the organizational forms of branch management, to increasing the respon- 
sibility of each worker for the end result. Conference participants stimulated an 
interest in the pivotal problem of training, selecting and placing personnel, of im- 
proving the qualitative composition of specialists. The reclamation worker is one 
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of the central figures in modern agriculture, It ie for good reason that he is 
called harvestecreator, The fertility of the land and the fate of the harvest de- 
pend in considerable measure on hie skill, experience and attitude towards hia work. 
That ia why training highly-skilled, broadly-specialised personnel and constant con- 
cern for and attention to them on the part of party, soviet and economic agencies 
must become 4 matter of top-priority importance, 


it ie precisely they, the specialiste of all ranke and all links, that are faced in 
the current five-year plan with mastering a broad work front in actualigzing the 
grand designe of the 26th CPSU Congress. 


The prophetic words of V. I. Lenin's celebrated letter “To the Communist Comrades of 
Azerbaijan, Georgia, Armenia, Dagestan and Gorskaya Republic" on the transforming 
power of irrigation, the meeting stressed, will continue to be guides for Georgian 
reclamation workers, who must put 60,000 ha of irrigated land into operation and 
drain 35,000 ha of swamp, water 100,000 ha of pasture and renovate irrigation syse~- 
tems in 1981-1985, 


Conerete practical measures have been planned for fully carrying out this water man- 
agement construction program. For example, we plan to finish all construction on ir- 
rigation systems of Eastern Georgia, the Tariban tracts and the first and second 
lines of the Zilich, Udabno and Khashmi-Patardzeuli, to begin construction of the 
second line of the Verkhnye-Alazanskaya irrigation system, the largest in Georgia, 
and also such most important water management projects as the Naurdlis-Arkhekaya, 
Tbisi-Kumisskaya, Zemo-Khashurskaya and others in the llth and 12th five-year plans. 
In order to create a solid fodder base for stockraising, work will continue on re- 
claiming land on specialized complexes and on restoring saline land. 


New industrial enterprises to be served by reclamation construction are appearing on 
the map of the republic. They include reinforced concrete products plants in Kach- 
reti and Kolobani, a clay drainage pipe plant in Nodzhikhevi, a maintenance machine 
shop in Telavi, and other production facilities. 





All this will demand a significant rise in the technical level and quality of our 
work. Plan stability and precision and coordination in the work planned for the 
five-year plan are an important help in successful construction, as any change in an- 
nual programs or insertion of new projects into them causes a scattering of capital 
investments, extends construction schedules and upsets labor rhythm. And that in the 
end affects the quality and effectiveness of reclaimed land use and increases the 
amount of unfinished construction. 


The tasks set reclamation workers are complex and responsible. They demand resolute 
improvement in the style and methods of work in all sectors and all spheres of water 
management construction.

It is thought that the most di- 
rect pertinence for literature was contained in L. I. Breshnev's entire report; 
here one feels the breathing of the present times, its social rhythm. By thorough- 
ly studying the mater.als of theCongress, we discover much that is new and 
interesting. 


And, of course, we read particularly attentively the words addressed to figures in 
the fields of literature and art. Speaking about the Soviet people's enormous pen- 
chant for art, L. 1. Brezhnev emphasized that this respect and love also presup- 
poses the ‘great responsibility of the artist to his own people.” He declared as 
follows: “To live by the people's interests, to share joys and sorrows with then, 
to affirm the truth of life and our humanistic ideals, to be an active participant 
in building communism--this is the genuine national (folk) character and the genuine 











Party spirit of art. Thies has been accepted by everyone of us as a program for 
life and for creative work. 


During the last few years our writers have been striving to spend more time asong 
cotton growers and builders, electric power engineers and gas drillers. Thousands 
upon thousands of meetings, literary evenings, and readers’ conferences took place 
during the five-year period, 


An \mportant event not only of the republic's cultural life but in ite entire socio- 
political life consisted of the Days of Soviet Literature, which were held last au- 
tumn under the slogan: “Soviet writers for the 26th CPOU Congress." They spilled 
over into a splendid festival of the friendship and brotherhood of the Soviet peo- 
ples, and they became one more testimony to the triumph of the Leninist nationality 


policy. 


Such festivale--and they are conducted regularly in the country's various oblasts 
and republicse--provide considerable food for thought. Such thoughts concern the di- 
versity and power of the integrated socialist culture, the process of mutual influ- 
ence and mutual enrichment of the national literatures. 


And, of course, similar meetings with workers, kolkhoe members, scholars, teachers, 
doctors, and engineers allow writers to keep a hand on the pulse of life, to deter- 
mine interesting, topical problems, to select a topic for a novel, narrative poea, 
play, or scenario. 


Approximately 40 novels, dozens of novellas, a considerable number of collections of 
short stories, poems, and narrative poems by Turkmen writers have been published du- 
ring thie last five-year period in Ashkhabad, Moscow, and the fraternal republics. 
What are my colleagues writing about, what excites and gladdens then? 


In his report to the 26th CPSU Congress L. I. Breshnev designated several themes and 
trends as characteristic of Soviet literature and art. Artists are inspired by the 
figures of flaming revolutionaries and by the heroic history of the Motherland; 
works on the wartime theme teach love for the Fatherland, as well as steadfastness 
in experiences; figures of our contemporaries compel us to think about the present 
and the future; the growing attention being paid by society to questions of morality 
is reflected in art..«. 


And we may note with satisfaction that the writers of Soviet Turkmenistan have 
worked on these themes, Standing at the center of many works are major social 
phenomena and problems. A notable prose phenomenon is the trilogy entitled “The 
Emir’s Ambassador” by K. Kuliyev, which relates the history of the emergence of 
friendly ties and the establishment of diplomatic relations between the young So- 
viet republic and Afghanistan; an image of our leader, V. I. Lenin is also created. 


The flaming revolutionaries who created the first RSDRP organization in the Trans- 
Caspian region became the heroes of V. Rybin's novel, “Arena of Fire," devoted to 
the Centenary of Ashkhabad and narrating the events of the 1905--1907 Revolution. 


Various aspects of the emergence of the Turkmen nation, its struggle for indepen- 
dence are treated in the novels “The Old Leader” by Ch. Ashirov, “The Battle at 
Serakh"” by A. Taganov, “The Dawn" by Ya. Mamediyev. The topic of the mutual ties 
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and the friendship between the Russian and the Turkmen peoples is developed in the 
novels “The Dead and Living Water” by Yu. Belov and “Masters and Nomads” by V. Ry- 
bin. The atmosphere of the 1920's in Turkmenistan is re-created in the novel "Pro- 
vince” by N. Dahumayev. The psychological condition of a san who was drawn by de- 
ceit into the Basmachi Movement, bringing sorrow and death to relatives and friends, 
is treated in the novel entitled “The Lost One” by T. Dehumagel ‘dyyev. 





There are definite shifte in the truthful depiction of the immortal deeds and ad- 
visory work of Soviet people during the years of the Great Patriotic War. This is 
the subject of the following booke: 5S. Atayev's "Wrath," N. Dehumayev's “Aydogdy 
Takhirov,” B. Khudaynagarov's “Khashar,” R, Allanasarov's “Ogul'dzhannet", Kh, Me- 
lyaev's “Almagul'--The Wife of Tarkhan,” A. Allanagarov's "A Heavy Burden,” and 
others. 


A good example of the creation of the figure of a working man was shown in his 
time by Hero of Socialist Labor, B. Kerbabayev, as well as by B. Purliyev, and P, 
Karpov. Continuing to work in this direction are B. Khudaynasarov, A. Atadshanov, 
Sh. Bordghakov, Kh. Melyayev, and M. Kurbanlychev. However, it must be admitted 
that we are still greatly indebted to the working class. Because, of course, the 
workers and engineers have been solving the complex economic, social, and moral 
problems on the Karakum Canal, the Maryyskaya GRES, as well as on the construction 
sites of Neftezavodsk, Ashkhabad, petroleum industries, and plant workshops. And 
even our journalists: K. Berdyyev, A. Aborakiy, S. Atayev, R. Beenov, and others, 
who are performing a great deal of work, are not always capable of showing to a 
sufficient extent the greatness of the Worker, his ability to solve complex prob- 
lems and to think of things from the state's point of view. 


There is a notable predominance of rural themes in our prose. The affairs and 
concerns of farmers and livestock raisers are the subjects of books by B. Ovesov, 

A. Kurbanov, N. Bayramov, 0. Orasberdyyeva, A. Taganov, as well as the young writers 
O, Annayev, A. Allanagarov, T. Kurbanova, and A. Karayev. Interesting, acute 
problems of the present day are posed in the novels and short stories about the 
village by K. Kurbansakhatov, T. Dehumagel'dyyev, and B. Khudaynagarov. The short 
story “My Home Is The Desert” and the novel “A Million Steps” by A. Khaidov are 
devoted to the questions of natural conservation. We also find motifs of a 
protective attitude toward the environment in the works of K. Tangrykuliyev, K. 
Shamyyev, Kh. Karabayev, Kh. Melyayev, Sh. Charyyev. 


But at times it happens that these works do not reflect the present-day kolkhoz 
with its changed way of life, achievements and complex problems, but the village 
of 10--15 years ago. Important events and significant phenomena are not always at 
the center of the writer's attention; sometimes they are replaced by concerns of 
everyday life and petty conflicts. 


In their own times, V. Kerbabayev and B. Seytakov have addressed the problems of 
the Turkmen intellectuals. Today these complex questions are treated in the novels 
“Your Acquaintances” and “Point of Resistance” by A. Atadzhanov. Human relations 
at work and in everyday life, questions of morality, and moral quests comprise the 
subject and fictional representations by many of our writers. The social roots of 
religion are revealed in the works of K. Kuliyev, Kh. Der'yayev, Yu. Belov, and 

A. Khaidov. 
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The emergence of epic prose has been one of the trends of development in our lite- 
rature during recent years, But quite a few interesting things have been created 
in other genres, 


Poets have constituted the glory of Turkmen literature for a long, long time. 

Even today the positions of the national poetry are strong. It is characteristic 
that within it the new life is reflected as well as the traditional Eastern motifs, 
and the resonance of topical civic themes has become markedly stronger. Poets are 
excited by the same questions and problems as are prose writers, journalists, and 
playwrights. 


Readers have been provided with the collections entitled "Versts" and “Selections” 
by K. Kurbannepesov, “Selected Works" by T. Bsenova, “I Am Coming To See You” by 
A. Atadghanov, "Mother's Milk” by B. Khudaynagarov, books of verses and poems, 
interesting selections by K. Eeisov, Yu. Ryabinin, N. Bayramov, I. Nuryyev, A. 
Agabayev, M. Seidov, V. Zubarev, A. Khaidov, A. Omarova, Ya. Pirkuliyev, N. Anna- 
tyyeva, B. Dehutdiyev, S. Urayev, A. Atabayev, A. Kuvusov, Sh. Bordshakov, and 
many young poets, 


Development of the Leninist themes has been continued successfully; poets have 
addressed themselves to the events which took place during Il'ich's life, they 
approach the phenomena of present-day life from the viewpoint of Leninist high 
standards, they meditate on the gains of the October Revolution, on the Party's 
accomplishments and plans, on the friendship between the peoples of the country 
and on internationalism. All this makes our poetry more profound and more signi- 
ficant. 


The theme of the Motherland and patriotism lies at the center of attention of 

the Turkmen poets. From various points of view they carry on a conversation about 
the advantages of the Soviet way of life. Through specific events and details 
they treat the lives of various peoples of the planet in our stormy times. The 
poets meditate on war and peace, on the deeds of the country's fraternal peoples, 
on national traditions, and today's concerns. A broadening of the horizon of 
creative work has been facilitated by meetings with workers, kolkhoz members, 
with colleagues in Turkmenistan and on the BAM (Baikal-Amur Mainline), in Tyumen 
and Baku, Salaspils and Bukhara, as well as by studying the lives of various 
social strata in the United States and Czechoslovakia, France and Laos, Sri Lanka 
and Poland, in Cuba and Algeria.

A diversity of genres has appear- 
ed, and the professional level of the plays has been raised to a certain degree. 
The writers have sought out acute conflicts, they are struggling for a high degree 
of ideological content, they are scourging negative phenomena, and they are striving 
to truthfully reveal the best aspects of the nature of Soviet human beings. 








The following plays were well received by the audiences and critica: GC. Mukhtarov's 
"Tl Married a Grandmother,” T, Esenova's “The Bride Is Coming,” K. Kuliyev's "The 
Mmir's Ambassador,” T, Dehumagel'dyyev's “The Feast of the Jackals,” A, Mamiliyev's 
and 8, Sukhanov's “The Director,” B, Amanov's “The Secret of the Ornament,” N. Gel'- 
dyyev's “Seydi,” A. Agabayev's “The Moustache-less Son-in-Law," and others. In all 
during the five-year period the theaters acquired forty new plays. Their topics 
are quite extensive. Here are history and revolution, also heroic struggle and 
labor during the years of the Great Patriotic War, and the deeds of our contempora- 
ries--drillers, builders, cotton workers, along with the fight against harmful 
vestiges.... 


But we still have not attained the level of the All-Union playwrights, who have 
achieved great successes, Certain of our playwrights are thinking in yesterday's 
terms and base their conflict on problems which have already been resolved by life. 
Hence--the stereotypes, the petty thoughts and feelings. In conjunction with the 
TSSR Ministry of Culture, the Writers’ Union has adopted measures which, it is 
thought, will bear good fruits: seminars are being conducted with the participation 
of the country's prominent playwrights, and competitions are being arranged. 


A considerable group of our writers address their creative work to the youngest 
readers--to children and youths. Fruitfully working along these lines are Ch. 
Ashirov, K. Kurbannepesov, K, Kurbansakatov, K. Tangrykuliyev, N. Bayramov, A. Kha- 
idov, Ya. Purkuliyev, B. Kurbanov, G. Seytmedov, N. Gel'dyyev, A. Kovusov, M. Sei- 
dov, Yu. Khaitov, 0, Orasberdyyeva, and others. During the last few years we have 
been gladdened by interesting booklets by the following young authors: A. Allana- 
garov, Kh. Shirov, A, Rakhmanov, A. Chopanov, and Kh. Khallyyev. These writers tell 
about the Great October Revolution and the Civil War, about the labor of teen-agers 
during the years of the Great Patriotic War, and about today's Pioneers and Komsomol 
members, as well as about the Motherland and about nature. Nevertheless, there are 
not enough books being written for children. There are important topics which are 
still awaiting treatment in literature. These include questions of vocational gui- 
dance, as well as serious problems of present-day schools and a great deal more. 


There was a notable growth in our literary criticism during the past five years. Of 
considerable interest are the following fundamental works: U. Abdullayev's “Talent, 
Pathos, Mastery,” “The Face of Time Is the Face of Literature,” Dzh. Allakov's “The 
Truth of Life and The Truth of Art,” “Quests of Our Prose," Kh. Tangryberdyyev's 
"Certain Problems of Our Prose,” the books and articles of D. Nuraliyev, Sh. Khal- 
mukhamedov, M. Kurbansakhatov, N. Gullayev, and others. Also appearing in the reala 
of criticism were books by the well-known writers K. Kurbannepesov and K. Kurbansa- 
khatov, as well as the articles of A. Atadzhanov, B. Khudaynagarov, and T. 


Dahumagel 'dyyev. 


We consider as a gift to the Congress the significant work entitled "An Outline 
History of Turkmen Soviet Literature," which was prepared by our critics and li- 
terary scholars and published in Moscow. 


However, ovr eritics have still not fully met the requirements which the Party has 
set for them. Turkmen critics have not yet emerged into the All-Union arena. 


Our Writers’ Congress has assembled at a noteworthy time. The entire Soviet people 
and all progressive mankind are living under the imprint of the decisions of the 
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26th Congress of the CPSU. We are proud of our successes, analyse our aiscalcula- 
tions, and mark out new frontiers in labor and creative work.

YAMAL OFFICIAL URGES PERMANENT SETTLEMENT TO DEVELOP FAR NORTH RESOURCES 
Moscow PRAVDA in Russian 17 Apr 81 p 2

mittee and delegate to the 26th CPSU Congress: "At the Source of the Rivers 
of Gas") 


[Text] I always look with pride at Boris Nikolayevich Prudayev, a drilling 
foreman of the Nadym petroleum exploration expedition and winner of two degrees 
of the Order of Labor Glory. This native Siberian worked for 25 years in the 
northern Tyumen’ region. The collective he headed discovered several deposits 
of petroleum and gas. His brigade drilled the deepest well in Western Siberia. 
The bit reached the 5,007 meter mark. Boris Nikolayevich is equally well-known 
as the father of a geological dynasty. His two sons and daughter have followed 
in the footsteps of their father and mother and linked their destinies with 
Siberia. 


This does not seem unusual in general. But we, the people of the north, see a 
deeper meaning in this apparently ordinary phenomenon, For centuries legends 
have accumulated about the impossibility of people living for long times in 
the Arctic zone. Indeed, it takes a courageous and determined person to put 
down deep roots in the frozen soil here. 


So the work of the Prudayev geologists is not just a family matter. We see be- 
hind this instance a surmounting of the psychological barrier. The Prudayevs 
have put down strong roots in Yamal. There are more and more families like them. 
The people who come here are not temporary workers, they are masters of the 

land who not only discover its riches but also settle these regions. The fu- 
ture of our entire North lies in the reliable hands of these solid people. 


No other region of the country has developed at the rate that the West Siberian 
fuel-energy complex and its northern flank are now developing. A few figures 
will show this adequately. Eight years ago the first cubic meters of Yamal 

gas reached the Urals. Today every third cubic meter of Soviet gas is from 
Yamal. In 1981 the country will receive 175 billion cubic meters of fuel from 
the fields of the Medvezh'ye, Urengoy, and Vyngapur deposits. The collective 
of the Urengoygazdobycha [Urengoy Gas Extraction] Association has become the 
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leader of the USSR Minietry of Gaa Industry, providing the entire increase in 
USSR extraction in the llth Five-Year Plan, 


This ie where the sources of the manmade rivers of gas lie, We have already 
built a reliable multipipe system of large-diameter trunk pipeline. When you 
look at the map, an image forme of the powerful “heart” of Yamal circulating ite 
energy through steel arteries to the national economic organism of the indus- 
trial Urale and European center of the country. 


The share of Yamal gas in USSR extraction will rise to 54 percent in the llth 
Five-Year Plan. Daily extraction in 1985 will be an astronomical 1 billion 
cubic meters. The volume of seismic exploration work will double. At the end 
of the five-year plan the geological exploration workers of Yamal will be 
drilling 1 million meters of wells, as many as all the collectives of 
Glavtyumen'geologiya [Main Administration of Geology for the Tyumen' Region) 
drill today. A reliable energy base will be created. Electrical installation 
workers will lay high-voltage lines from Surgut to Urengoy, Nadym, and Yamburg. 
Construction of a GRES will begin to use Urengoy natural gas. 


A strategy has been worked out for comprehensive development of the regions 
of Western Siberia. The country is investing enormous material and labor re- 
sources and capital and sending up-to-date equipment here. 


Although everything is clear on the strategic level, there are many problems 
and unanswered questions with respect to the tactics of development. The de- 
bate concerns the main thing: how to settle the North? One often hears 

doubts about the wisdom of putting down deep roots in the permafrost. People 
ask if it would not be more economical to take out the natural wealth using the 
so-called tour-of-duty and expedition methods? 


Nadym, the capital of the Medvezh'ye gas workers, was the first base city on the 
Lower Ob’. Even in those days skeptics said that the city in the tundra would 
be a "ghost city." Sooner or later, they felt, the reserves would be exhausted. 
Other economic sectors would be uneconomical and unwise there. Experience, 
however, has disproven this statement. If we had not had Nadym, the development 
of Urengoy would have taken many years longer and cost much more. 


Nadym became the source of personnel for other deposits and a testing ground 
where technology for extracting and transporting gas was worked out and the 
reliability of the machinery and equipment was tested. During the current five- 
year plan preparations are beginning for development of the world's second 
largest deposit, the Yamburg deposit. Once again, Nadym is the base . 2ra- 
tions for this development. What would we have done without this "; 


In general, I believe that the ministries and departments employed in our re- 
gion must be given clear directions on questions of tactics and future 
prospects. We do not see any question about whether there should be base 
cities in the North or not. The proper subject is what kind of cities should 
they be: a temporary shelter for people or a permanent place of residence. We 
favor the latter. Experience shows us that the North cannot be conquered 

















temporarily; it must be done permanently, Considering only the reserves that 
have already been explored we have sufficient work for more than one genera- 
tion, But can we accomplish thie task if peop \e work only a short contract 
pertod of 3-5 years? No, we cannot. Good results are achieved by stable 
collectives which form and grow strong over the years. 


Who are our heroes? First of all they are the full-time northern workers such 
as Pavel Kozhevin, drilling worker and winner of the Order of Lenin; Vasily 
Podshibyakin, geological prospector and winner of the Lenin Prize; Boris 
Diduk, electric welder and winner of the USSR State Prize; Nikolay Glebov, 
drilling foreman and Hero of Socialist Labor; Viktor Molozin, leader of a 
brigade of track installers and Hero of Socialist Labor; Yuriy Gotsin, con- 
atruction worker, delegate to the 26th CPSU Congress, and winner of two Orders 
of Lenin; and, Raisa Khvorostyavova, delegate to the 26th CPSU Congress and 
winner of an order. They have all devoted their entire conscious working life 
to the North. As a rule, every year that a person lives here sharpens the 
feeling of belonging and nurtures an attitude of stewardship toward this 

harsh land. 


Human values cannot always be translated into the language of economic cate- 
gories. Specialists have calculated that a petroleum exploration expedition 
working by tours of duty pays for itself within 3-4 years, But the immediate 
profit may turn into substantial losses in the long run. It is common 
knowledge that it cost the state 20,000-25,000 rubles a year to maintain one 
worker in the North. Worker transience in our region remains high. But this 
is not the only cause for concern, The temporary worker sometimes brings an 
alien psychology, a consumer approach to the work, and a selfish attitude 
toward the natural world. Such a person has no reason to take care of ex- 
pensive machinery. In short, many temporary workers are working chiefly for 
themselves and give little in exchange. 


The tour-of-duty system with work help even from such distant cities as 
Groznyy, L'vov, and Stavropol' is essential at first, But in the long run it 
is not the solution to the problem. The physiological stresses on the workers 
are too great. 


Psychological adjustments are also difficult. To be frank, medical scientists, 
sociologists, and economists have not yet worked out a precise substantiation 
for this method of work. The Urengoyneftegazgeologiya [Urengoy Petroleum and 
Gas Geology] Association operates three collectives on tours of duty, the 
Checheno-Ingush, Ukrainian, and Udmurt expeditions. Each one measures this 
method by a different rule: they have different levels of pay, tours of duty 
and rest, and approaches to building up the duty sites. The expeditions have 
been working for several years now, and none of them is fulfilling even half 

of its plan. 


We believe the most acceptable way is to have a northern base city that sends 
out the work party on what is called a "short swing," The party organizations 
of the okrug are now working in this direction, But by no means are all the 
problems solved. Very few social-cultural facilities and very little housing 
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has been built during the 10 years of Nadym's existence, There is still no 
Palace of Culture. We have no sports complex and the hospital area has not 
been built. Stores and domestic service enterprises are not lowated in special 
buildings. It is a problem to go to the movies or to a cafe in a city whose 
population is chiefly young people. The situation is even more difficult in 
Novyy Urengoy and Noyabr'sk. All these things make it more difficult to keep 
workers and artificially create an atmosphere of temporariness. 


I think that the ones most at fault for this are the ministries whose plans 
give priority to technical indicators, disrupting the organic link between pro- 
duction and human beings. Managers must be held strictly accountable not only 
for fulfillment of plans but alse for concern for the people. 


The Yamal city does not yet give full consideration to the psychological an! 
esthetic way of life of the northerner. The northerner needs a bright, colorful 
city with greater conveniences to "compensate" for the sterility of our land- 
scape. This is often nothing but a dream for us. I believe that two conditions 
are necessary to realize these dreams. The scale of construction makes it 
reasonable to establish a single center for architectural and city planning. 

The other aspect is to accelerate development of local construction industry 
bases. The party organization has done a great deal in this direction. It has 
defined the "specialization" of the base cities. Salekhard, the okrug center, 
is becoming the support point for Arctic gec logical prospectors, while 
Labytnangi is the transshipping and rail junction and Novyy Urengoy is the future 
base of gas, petroleum, and power industry workers and railroad builders. 


We are trying to develop the infrastructure using internal resources. Substan- 
tial attention is being given to the development of all farming operations. 

The Nadymgazprom [Nadym Gas Industry] Association, which formed its own 

sovkhoz and hog fattening complex, was the pioneer. Hothouses are being built 
at other enterprises, There are workers and employees who have developed their 
own private plots. This is especially valuable under our conditions. 


But the scale of work is not satisfactory: more than 90 percent of the food 

for the okrug is imported from the mainland, And ministers view the 

development of subsidiary sectors as an additional burden. The time has come to 
put subsidiary production on a planned basis, which will increase the personal 
accountability of managers large and small. The northerner's garden is not just 
a matter of additional income and fresh cucumbers. It represents those deep 
roots of love for the land which we must nurture by every means. 


Life poses new problems, large and small, every day. They are inevitable given 
our swift growth. The communists of the Yamal-Nenets Autonomous Okrug con- 
sider it their duty and calling to solve them and accomplish this job of na- 
tional importance. As we listened to the vivid report of Comrade L. I. 

Brezhnev at the 26th party congress and the statements by delegates, we became 
particularly aware of the fact that the key to meeting the challenges that face 
our region is concern for human beings. I recalled those deep roots which pene- 
trate even the permanently frozen granite. If we are able to follow a con- 
sistent, purposeful policy of keeping people here, the development of the North 
will be faster, more economical, and more beneficial to all our society.

GEORG LAN PEOPLES CONTROL GROUPS MONITOR CORRUPTION IN TRADE, CONSUMER SERVICES 
Tbilisi KOMUNISTIL in Georgian 12 Mar 81 p 2 
[Gruginform Report: "Firm Discipline, Order in the Services Sphere") 


[Text] "A vital component of Soviet democracy is the people's 
all-encompassing control over the work of administrative organs 
and officials. Not one case of violation, abuse, waste, or 
lack of discipline must escape the careful eye of the people's 
controller. Act more vigorously, act more resourcefully--this 
is the task assigned to them by the CPSU Central Committee." 
(L. Brezhnev) 


The problem of more fully meeting the working people's needs 
for food products and other goods in high demand is now of 
great political importance, and party and soviet organs are 
exercising constant control over it. 


In this matter, a big and crucial role is also assigned to 
People's Control committee's groups, and watchposts. In accor- 
dance with party and government directives, they are called 
upon te step up control in the sphere of trade and public con- 
sumer services over the maintenance of state discipline in the 
fulfillment of plans and targets with respect to the production 
of consumer goods and delivery of them to the trade organiza- 
tons. 


This was the subject of fundamental discussion at a republic 
conference of People's Control Committee chairmen held in 
Tbilisi. 


Speaking at the conference were USSR People's Control Commit- 

tee Chairman N. V. Danilenko, GeSSR People's Control Committee 
Chairman 0. V. Melkadze, GeSSR Trade Minister G. L. Koblianidze, 
Tsentrosoyuz Board Chairman K. N. Shavishvili, GeSSR Public Con- 
sumer Services Minister V. A. Sobolev, and People's Control com- 
mittee officials of the autonomous republics and cities and rayons 
rayons of the Republic. 


The results of the conference were summarized by GeCP CC 
Secretary Z. A. Chkheidze. 
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Participants noted that the network of trade and consumer services enterprises 
in expanding year by year, Their technical equipment is growing more diversi- 
fied, and progressive forms of operation are being vigorously introduced; this 
in making it possible to improve services to the public, As was noted at the 
26th GeCP Congress, however, the efforte of some party and economic of ficials 
to improve the sphere of services are not yet up to today's demands. Short- 
comings must be decisively extirpated, It is a matter of great importance to 
the state. The party and the government consider trade to be linked directly 
the the task of raising the people's material and cultural atandard of living. 


The republic's People's Control organs constitute a mighty force. Almost 
247,000 people's controllers and more than 7,000 control organ activists are 
deeply committed. principled, and demanding in their everyday efforts. They 
are providing effective aid to party, soviet, and economic organs in carrying 
out economic tasks and in the matter of strengthening state, executive, and 
labor discipline in every Link. 


But we cannot be satisfied with what has been accomplished. The People's Con- 
trol committees must evaluate their own efforts critically; they must work out 
and implement measures which will ensure stricter control and verification of 
the implementation of party and government directives concerning improvement of 
the organization of trade. They must further activate the efforts of the Peo- 
ple's Control groups and watchposts in the trade and consumer services enter- 
prises and organizations; they must keep closer contact with them and specific- 
ally direct their efforts in the struggle against persistent shortcomings. 


And there are still too many shortcomings in the services sphere. The goals of 
the LOth Five-Year Plan were not met by 10 organizations in the state trade 
system and 1/7 organizations in the Tsentrosoyuz system. Despite a certain 
amount of growth, the republic still lags far behind all-union indicators in 
per capita commodities turnover. 


In the trade enterprises and organizations there are still too many cases of 
cheating the customer, short-weighting, hoarding of goods in high demand, and 
computation and receipt infractions. 


Highly disturbing is the fact that the number of infractions is rising year by 
year. In 1977, violations were detected in about half of all facilities that 
were checked; last year this figure stood at 80 to 90 percent. 


In the public consumer services enterprises there are cases of extortion and 
cash embezzlement; the quality of the work is low, and orders are not com- 
pleted on time. 


The situation is still very bad in the state trade and consumer services of 
Abkhazia and Adzharia and in Zugdidi and Kutaisi. Nor is the situation any 
better in the consumer cooperative system of Samtredia, Gardabani, and Terzhola 
ravons ond in individual rayons of Abkhazia, Adzharia, and South Ossetia. 

Cases of embezzlement of cooperative property are detected more frequently 
there than in other regions. 








Frequently, the stores do not have certain goods which are being produced in 
accordance with trade orders and are to be found stored in warehouses. Ten 
percent of 800 food stores that were checked did not have any ground corn, 
pasta, Margarine, or laundry and hand soap for sale, About 50 atoren did not 
have any salt, pastries, or tea, About 60 trade facilities did not have any 
matches, Such shortcomings are the result of the irresponsibility, lack of 
organization, and bungling of trade and other personnel. 


People's controllers do not have the right to show indulgence and Leniency 
toward such personnel, who are guilty of violating state regulations in the 
matter of providing the working people with food products and other goods. The 
committees must step up their efforts to protect socialist property and combat 
bungling and waste. 


No less urgent is the matter of goods quality control. It is no secret that 
many enterprises are turning out poor quality and outmoded goods for which there 
is no demand, 


There are persistent shortcomings and violations in the work of the state trade 
and consumer cooperative enterprises and organizations because the struggle 
against negative phenomena in the services sphere has not yet become the con- 
stant concern of every communist and worker in the services sphere. In addi- 
tion, some regional committees still underestimate the importance of these ef- 
forts in carrying out the social-economic tasks set forth by the party and 
government. Of vital importance today is prophylactic work, yet this is pre- 
cisely the weak point in the work of the control organs. Prophylactic work is 
often carried out in a perfunctory manner in the various organizations. Only 
this can explain the gross violations of Soviet trade regulations which took 
place in Tbilisi's Khoztorg, Odezhtorg, and Promtorg systems as well as in rayon 
public food service and food marketing links in the capital city. 


Laxity in prophylactic work is at the bottom of a large number of violations in 
the republic's state trade system. In one Tskhakaia sporting goods store alone, 
300,000 rubles worth of goods were stolen before the very eyes of the people's 
controllers and other control personnel, and this kind of theft of state property 
is no isolated example. 


The control services are not concerned about the rise in cases of extortion and 
figure inflation in the republic's consumer services ministry. And there is 
plenty of work as well for the all-seeing controllers in the public transport 
service. The present situation in roadside restaurants and snack bars is so 
bad that the transport militia uncover cases of cheating and theft nearly every 
day. 


Fraud and cheating must be reliably blocked through the integrated efforts of 
the people's controllers, Komsomol activists, district auditors, and MVD organs. 


The efforts of people's controllers in the services sphere demand constant vigi- 
lance, close contact with other control services and social organizations, and 

a militant, aggressive advance along the road to strong state order and enhanced 
discipline. 











We must conduct integrated political and indoctrinational work in the service 
aphere collectives and direct it primarily toward inatilling high moral char- 
acter in trade personnel so that they will perform their duties honestly. We 
must inculeate in them professional pride and a sense of high responsibility 
for their assigned joba, an attitude of respect for others. 


Experience has shown that the best work results are achieved when the workers’ 
everyday needs and requirements are addressed in a responsible manner and when 
funds allocated by the state and local facilities are ucilized efficiently and 
resourcefully, 


Control and, along with it, vigorous organizational work free of all formalisn, 
all-round encouragement for worker initiative, and exacting standards on every 
worker=<these now conetitute the main task. It must be carried out unconditionally.

SUCCESSES, PROBLEMS OF CHECHEN-INGUSH VEGETABLE COMPLEX 
Moscow LZVESTLIYA in Russian 10 Apr 61 p 2

| Text) Over a period of 12 years, the gross yield of vegetables 
increased from 33,900 to 99,900 tons. During the Eleventh Five-Year 
Plan, it will be raised to 160,000 tons. 





The capabilities of the processing enterprises increased by 90 
percent. 


The annual profit of the vegetable sovkhozes increased from 1 million 
to 2.3 million rubles. 


Last year, the association's stores sold 30,900 tons of vegetables 
(compared to 8,500 tons in 1969) and 5,000 tons of fruit (a fivefold 


increase). 


First of all, it should be stated that the Konservplodoovoshch Agroindustrial 
Association was created in our autonomous republic 12 years ago, on the initiative 
of the oblast party committee and the Ministry of the Food Industry for the Russian 
Federation. The title speaks for itself: three strong and mutually related 
departments have been joined together -- agricultural, industrial and trade. The 
structure of the first includes 15 specialized sovkhozes having almost 12,000 
hectares of arable land, 70 percent of which is occupied by vegetables and a good half 
of which is irrigated. The farms are growing tomatoes, cucumbers, green vetch and 
various greens. In short, products for which there is a special demand by the 
population. Moreover, the vegetables in the crop rotation plan are selected such 
that they do not ripen at the same time. The “peak workloads" occur by phases for 
each crop. 


The production, processing and sale of vegetables are combined but not in a mechanical 
manner. Rather, they represent a logical combination of mutual intereste, which 

fully excludes, so to speak, internecine dissension in the relationships between the 
farmers and trade workers. The principal levers of control are concentrated in 
certain hands: capital construction, planning, financing and the coordination of all 
operations. The former system of multi-purpose operations tended to retard the 
productivity of farming: indeed, each farm cultivated up to 10 vegetable crops. 
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Today the sovkhoges have only a limited number to contend with «= 2°4 crops and this 
makes it possible Co devote greater attention to employing high quality agricultural 
practices and to introduce into operations, in a more active and purposeful manner, 
the equipment required for light mechanization in the tending of the soil and 
plants. Considerable importance is attached to the fact that relatively limited 
specialization has made it possible for the workers to acquire the specific 
experience required for the cultivation of specific types of vegetables. The land 
and all production equipment are being employed in the interest of realizing a 
greater return from work and resources invested. 


As a result, coneiderable increases have taken place in the gross yields of fruit and 
vegetables and the material expenditures for their production have been lowered. 
Compared to 12 years ago when the sovkhozes which are now subordinate to 
Konservplodoovoshch produced approximately 34,000 tons of vegetables, last year their 
production exceeded this figure by a factor of three. Similarly, the fruit harvest 
increased from 6,300 to 25,000 tons. The scientifically developed prospects for the 
work of the association call for an annual production of no less than 160,000 tons of 
vegetables and 56,000 tons of fruit by the end of the present five-year plan. This 
will constitute a worthy addition to the dining tables of workers! 


By coordinating the capabilities and work schedules of the canning plants and 
sovkhozes, the association solved the problem concerned with the complete processing 
and sale to the population of the products grown. Earlier, during the years of 
maximum yields when various departments were in operation, considerable amounts of 
the crops were lost. Today, if a crop turns out to be greater than the yield 
planned and the plants are unable to process it completely, then the association 
transfers a portion of its forces and resources for the purpose of organizing 
additional trade points. 


The Department of Industrial Processing includes four canning plants. In 1969, they 
produced 84.7 million cans of goods and today the department's capability stands at 
194 million cans. Output production per worker has been and is 1.724 abd 2.258 
rubles respectively. Such perceptible growth in the production volumes was promoted 
mainly by a strengthening of the logistical base of the enterprise. During the 
decade, 34.6 million rubles worth of fixed capital were placed in operation within 
the association, including 12 million in the industrial department. It bears 
mentioning that the capital-labor ratio for the association's farms is considerably 
higher than that for the republic's remaining sovkhozes. 


By way of intensifying its production capabilities, the association introduced into 
operations at its enterprises 24 completely mechanized lines for the processing of 
tomatoes, cucumbers and fruit. Approximately 70 percent of the overall volume of 
fruit and vegetables is transported by means of containers or in loose form. The 
combine harvesting of tomatoes is being introduced. Simultaneous with the logistical 
base of the farms being strengthened, changes are taking place in the nature of the 
work being performed by the vegetable growers. At the present time, 14,000 highly 
skilled machine operators, plant workers, engineers and office workers are working 
at the enterprises. For example, the majority of workers at the Assinskiy Sovkhoz 
possess allied professions and here there are practically no personnel problems. A 
considerable reduction has also taken place in the turnover of machine operators, 
drivers and other professional workers at the association's remaining farms. 
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The trade department includes 66 stores and stalls, five bases and eight refrigerated 
fruit and vegetable storehouses, which carry out the wholesale sale and retail 

trade in fresh and canned products. The availability of a far-flung network of 
stores and an efficient supply system have made it possible to improve the delivery 
of fruit and vegetables to the population, to raise the culture of services and to 
improve the forms of trade. During the period that the association has been in 
operation, the sale of vegetables has increased by threefold (and reached 31,000 

tons last year) and fruit -- by fivefold! 


In short, the creation of a single production organiem has led to organic unity 
among all of its elements and raised their efficiency. There are already many 
associations throughout the country which are similar to ours. It ia gratifying to 
note that a solution has been obtained for the problem of creating a new ministry, 
one which will eliminate independent operations and bring all of the associations 
together on a common organizational basis. 


However, the operational experience of the Konservplodoovoshch Association reveals 
that many unresolved problems still lie along ite path, problems which are hindering 
a more complete utilization of its reserves and opportunities. 


"To achieve a further increase in the production, an expansion in the variety and 
improvements in the quality -- of the vegetable and melon crops -- to improve their 
preservation and to reduce losses sharply." Such is the task at hand. It is set 
forth in the principal trends for the economic and social development of our country. 
Nor was it an accident when, delivering his report before the 26th CPSU Congress, 
Comrade L.IL. Brezhnev emphasized the importance of achieving improvements in the 
transporting, storage and processing of vegetables and fruit. “Such work" he 
stated, “is considered to be a primary task of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes and the 
Ministry of the Fruit and Vegetable Economy." 


One of the most important conditions for raising the cropping power of our orchards 
and vegetable plantations is the level of mechanization. Thus, the work processes 
at kolkhozes and sovkhozes engaged in the production of grain have been mechanized by 
95 percent. And on vegetable growing farms -- by only 30-35 percent. This derives 
from the fact that the country's science and industry are still devoting very little 
attention to the development and creation of a complex of machines for replacing 
manual labor at all levels of production operations. On the other hand, the absence 
of vegetable varieties which, in terms of their qualities, would be suitable for 
machine harvesting and meet the requirements of the processing industry, is holding 
back the active introduction into operations of certain types of equipment that are 
already available. 


Generally speaking, a variety is often selected in a random manner. As a result, the 
yields for some vegetables and fruit are minimal in nature. Here is a specific 
example. According to the standard, tomatoes grown on the association's farms must 
contain no less than 5 percent dry substance and yet this content barely reaches 3.6 
percent. Hence, labor expenditures certainly increase. It is believed that such a 
situation has developed partly owing to the fact that the Checheno-Ingushskaya 
Scientific Research Station for Horticulture and Vegetable Growing of the RSFSR 
Ministry of the Food Industry has not been carrying out ite direct obligations. It 
has not been devoting attention to the development of good agricultural practices for 
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the cultivation of crops or to the breeding of promising varieties of fruite and 
vegetables. The situation can be corrected by making the station directly 
' gubordinate to the new Ministry of the Pruit and Vegetable Industry, 


A considerable amount of concern has aleo been aroused over a shortage or even the 
complete absence of container glassware. Owing to a shortage of full-liter cane, 
it has been necessary Co preserve the vegetables in larger containers and naturally 
the customers have not approved of this measure. 


lt wae discovered long ago Chat eight operations are carried out during the period 
that the vegetables are being Cransported fwom a field to a store, operations which 
necessarily have to effect the quality of the products and result in unjustified 
losses. Such losses can be avoided through the use of containers. Vegetables can 
be loaded into them directly from the plant beds -- and there. ‘cer tCraneported to 
the stores. Ise this not simple’ Beyond any doubt. The on! ut" dn thie matter 
has to do with the fact that the containers are not availabi« They simply cannot 
be obtained anywhere. The new ministry will obviously take this fact into account 
and solve the problem by constructing a special plant for the production of such 
containers. 


The principal task of the vegetable growers is that of protecting the crop harvested. 
Today, attempts are being made throughout the association to preserve the products 
being obtained. The association has been forced to do this owing to the fact that 
there is still a shortage of vegetable storehouses and freezers, where the crops 
could be kept for an extended period of time. The Konservplodoovoshch Association 
has one freezer with a capability of 600 tons and one potato storehouse which has 

a 20,000 ton capacity but which lacks refrigeration. A portion of the root crops is 
kept in clamps. Thus the losses are high: the products simply do not keep until 
spring. The situation is complicated by the fact that the association's PMK 
|mobile mechanized column) has a weak base and is barely able to cope with the 
construction of storehouses at the sovkhozes. 


An economically sound system of price formation serves as a reserve for raising 
production efficiency. Today the agricultural department is especially interested 
in the production of early varieties of garden crops. This first of all meets the 
needs of the population, it extends the season of fresh vegetables and, finally, it 
enables the farms to obtain additional profit and lower their production costs. 


A complete solution has still not been obtained for the problem of establishing -- 
strictly in accordance with the sales periods -- the procurement and retail prices 
for vegetables. 


The solving of these and other problems associated with vegetable growing and 
horticulture will undoubtedly aid the association in reaching a new level of 
quality, avoiding losses and successfully solving the problem of providing the 
workers «ith ample supplies of vegetables and fruit.

WATER-SUPPLY PROBLEMS DOMINATE MOLDAVIAN “P°LOGICAL RESEARCH

[Interview with V. I. Kanikovekiy, chief of the Moldavian SSR Administration 
of Geology: "The Wealth of the Earth's Interior"] 


[Excerpt] The labor of those who are able to look deep 
into the earth's interior has a romantic aura in our coun- 
try. Indeed, where geologists have done their job well, 
new cities and communities arise and coal, oil, and ores 
are mined from deposits they have explored. 


Geology today is quite different from what it was just a 
short time ago, and therefore our approach to it should 
also be fundamentally different. This was the note on 
which our correspondent began the discussion with V. I. 
Kanikovskiy, chief of the Moldavian SSR Administration of 


Geo logy. 


[Answer] At first glance, the geological service in Moldavia appears to do a 
comparatively small volume of work, but this work is vitally important for 

many sectors of the economy. Hydrogeological and engineering geological 

studies account for a large part of the work of the production organizations 

of our administration. These projects include prospecting for and exploring 
fresh and mineral underground waters, studying the regime and balance of under- 
ground waters and monitoring their protection, comprehensive hydrogeological 

and engineering geological surveys for the purposes of land improvement work, 
studying landslides and other dynamic geological processes, engineering geologi- 
cal monitoring of landslide danger regions, and many other types of work. 


I would like to call special attention to the problem of fresh water. The de- 
mand for it grows each year, and at a faster rate than the population of the 
planet is growing. It might appear that the earth has a great deal of water, 
but more than one billion inhabitants of the globe today are experiencing ser- 
ious problems with drinking water. That is why the United Nations has de- 
clared the next 10 years, 1981-1990, to be the international decade of drinking 


water. 














[Question] For our republic, of course, reliable water aupply is a paramount 
economic problem, Without a correct and timely solution to this problem, the 
economy cannot develop and the process of meeting the everyday needs of the 
population will be inhibited, 


lAnewer}) Yes, it ie a very difficult matter, Based on current demands each 
person requires 300-400 liters of water a day for personal and domestic needs, 
We have not yet reached this level of water consumption, but some rayons of the 
republic are experlencing a severe shortage of water of drinking quality. 


[Question] Is this exactly where the hydrogeologists of your administration 
are working? 


[Anewer] Yes, and very actively. They have explored more than 50 water in- 
takes of fresh underground water to supply the cities and communities, 18 of 
them during the LOth Five-Year Plan, Stepped-up hydrogeological studies are 
envisioned for this purpose in the future, We plan to expand work to investi- 
gate the possibilities of artificially recharging reservoirs of underground 
water, study their regimes and balances, and intensify our monitoring to pro- 
tect them against depletion and contamination. 


Geologists have included exploration of mineral waters in their programs for 
the new five-year plan. A plant to bottle mineral water is now under con- 
struction based on the Varnitskoye deposit, and the healing properties of the 
underground mineral waters of the Kagul deposit will help restore the health of 
many patients at the sanitarium-resort complex under construction there. 


[Question] We say that water is a priceless gift of nature. Water is free only 
when there is enough of it. But when there is a shortage or none at all, there 
is nothing in the world more precious. Nonetheless, Viktor Ivanovich, water 

is certainly not the only thing that Moldavian geologists are working on, is it? 


[Answer] Certainly not. The employees of the republic geological service also 
provide other mineral and raw material resources for sectors of the economy. 

We have explored and turned over to clients for development a number of de- 
posits of building stone, limestone for cement production, sand and gravel, 

sand for concrete and silicate articles, clay raw material for brick production, 
ceramic articles, keramzit, and more. 


Such a broad range of work demands highly qualified specialists. Everyone who 
is familiar with the work of our sector is a little surprised at the remarkable 
fact that one-third of our employees are engineering-technical and management 
personne! who make the decisions that determine the results of our work and the 
reliability of our mineral reserves. 


Without in any way diminishing the significance and importance of work by em- 
ployees in other specializations of the sector, I should emphasize that it is 
precisely the professional training and long years of experience of such spe- 


ialists in geology and hydrogeology as I. Cheban, V. Tkach, V. Baranova, 








I, Blyuk, N. Odinok, L. Kravchuk, and G. Zhurova that have the greatest impact 
on the final results of the administration's work, Geologists labor in a 
creative sphere. They decide how to start work at the site, draw up plans, 
determine the character of the work, and participate directly in it, And they 
are also the ones who carry out the final stage, processing findings back at 
the office and writing reports. 


Our production subdivisions, the drilling brigades, which successfully per- 
formed their plan assignments in the 10th Five-Year Plan, have an important 
role in this schematic chain of acquisition of geological information. In 1980 
more than 90 percent of the drilling brigades completed their plans for shaft 
sinking by mechanical column ahead of schedule, The drilling brigades headed 
by four men, V. Krasov, M. Pilipko, Yu. Dremov, and N. Yesin, completed their 
five-year drilling assignments ahead of schedule in honor of the 110th anni- 
versary of the birth of V. I. Lenin. The collective of the Moldavian Hydro- 
geological Expedition achieved remarkable results. It has been a winner in 
all-Union socialist competition for two years in a row. 


The USSR Ministry of Geology has adopted a resolution on technical re- 
equipping of the geological exploration service of Moldavia so that it can 
perform its missions on the level of contemporary requirements. In the last 
two years about half of the active part of fixed productive capital has been 
replaced. New high-speed machinery and improved shaft-—sinking technology have 
begun to be used in drilling work. All these things created objective pre- 
requisites for growth in labor productivity and in the economic efficiency 

of geological exploration work in the republic in the llth Five-Year Plan. 
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
